How To Make BEAUTIFUL GiFTts AT 
Home, by Raymond F. and Marguerite 
W. Yates (233 pages; illustrated ; Wil- 
fred Funk, New York, New York; 
$2.95). 


id YOU want to give a friend a carved 

cigarette box for a Christmas pres- 
ent you'll pay about $35 for it, Ray- 
mond and Marguerite Yates point out 
in the introduction to “How to Make 
Beautiful Gifts at Home.” And ‘the 
price of a batik or hand printed lunch- 
eon set, which would make another 
friend or relative happy, would range 
up to $50. But there is no reason, say 
the Yateses, why you can’t turn out 
either the box or luncheon cloth at 
home for a tiny proportion of that cost. 


You may believe that you lack the 
patience or the skill to produce such 
articles. Not so, say the authors. Pa- 
tience will take care of itself, they 
assert. Make yourself want to try and 
any worry about patience will soon be 
forgotten. And as. to skill, it isn’t 
inborn, say the Yateses. It is developed 
by doing. Practice on a simple object 
at first and after that, increasing fa- 
miliarity develops increasing skill. The 
important thing to do is to take the 
first step and try making something. 
Once you get started you'll find not 
only that many of your gift problems 
are being solved inexpensively, and 
perhaps ‘a profitable home business will 
develop; but the chances are you'll also 
discover your. worries disappearing. 
There is nothing like creative activity, 
say the. Yateses, to relieve the stresses 
and tensions brought on by the condi- 
tion of present-day life. 
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The Yateses have divided their book 
into five parts, beginning with the 
decorating of fabrics, in which they 
deal with the use of crayons on fabrics, 
stencilling, painting, batik work and 
block and stick fabric printing. In part 
two they deal with glass and china 
painting, glass and metal etching, cop- 
perplating, copper wire pictures and 
simple silversmithing. The use of 
papier-mache, gesso (a paste-like sub- 
stance that can be mixed at home) and 
turning out pottery without a wheel are 
the subjects of a section called “Things 
You Mold.” Next comes what the 
authors call “The Housewares Depart- 
ment” and there they tell you about 
making lamp shades, quilts, hooking 
and braiding rugs and stefcilling on 
furniture. In “The Grab Bag” they pro- 
vide instructions for making a ‘miscel- 
lany of what they call “little knick- 
knacks and odds and ends.” This section 
they say, is “strictly for fun,” and in 
it you'll read about making: button 
jewelry, plastic casting, use. af the 
fret saw, chip carving, cutting out 
silhouettes and other decorations, 
painting and stencilling on trays and 
monogramming. ‘

This handbook includes 1,836 basic 
designs and their variations, based on 
a close study of those art cultures of 
the past wherein the geometric and 
abstract phase of design has been 
dominant. The arts of design in ancient 
Egypt, Greece, Arabia and Japan have 
been a fertile source of the contents 
of Mr. Hornung’s book. Few of the 
motifs, he tells us, are of his own in- 
vention. His purpose has been to 
present common property in a strictly 
impersonal way, stressing order of 
presentation and system of arrange- 
ments. He has arbitrarily grouped the 
designs he presents into these fifteen 
classifications: circle, line and band, 
triangle, square, diamond, cross, swas- 
tika, pentagon, hexagon, octagon, star, 
scroll and curvilinear motif, interlace- 
ment, fret and rectangular motif and 
shield. 

Under each of the classifications are 
scores of basic designs and their vari- 
ants. Twenty-five pages, for instance, 
are devoted to the circle, twenty-eight 
to the triangle, twenty to the inter- 
lacement and so on. There are nine 
pages of snow crystal designs alone 
under the hexagon, thirteen pages of 
the cross and its variants, under the 
cross classification. The designs are all 
shown in sharply contrasting black and 
white and are of uniform size. Several 
pages of notes define the various terms 
used to identify the designs (the tre- 
foil, for instance, is what is commonly 
known as the cloverleaf or club design ) 
and present historical background in- 
formation of interest. 

Mr. Hornung’s book not only offers 
a wealth of designs which may be 
used in the forms in which he has 
presented them, but it should serve 
to stimulate your own imagination to 
produce designs of your own. 


All writers, for instance, use the 
same letters of the alphabet, but each 
combines those letters differently to 
produce his own individual prose or 
poetry. And as Talbot F. Hamlin points 
out in the preface, Mr. Hornung’s book 
is essentially “a decorative alphabet of 
forms so abstracted and simplified as 
to be applicable to different types of 
design and susceptible of almost infi- 
nite variation.”

WHAT STARTED OUT AS A MILD HOBBY for his own amusement has turned 
into a community project for Pax Tirrell of Minneapolis, Minnesota, Northwest 
Airlines pilot. A skillful clay sculptor, Tirrell modelled a pair of pilot figurines 
about a year ago. The two figures were identical in facial features, but the simi- 
larity ended there. One was smiling, immaculately dressed and obviously ready to 
go to work. The other figure—disheveled, down at the mouth, weary—was an 
aeronautical ‘‘sad sack.” 

Tirrell made the figurines during idle moments for his own entertainment, but 
a friend saw the figurines and asked Tirrell to make him a set. Then the thing 
started to snowball. As word buzzed around the airline about ‘‘Tirrell’s. pilots,” 
orders started to come in, gradually at first and later, in a rush. Impressed by 
this avalanche of business, Tirrell- decided to commercialize his product. ‘‘l was 
making them in my basement at first,” Tirrell reports. ‘‘But it got so big for me 
that | had to get a Dresden factory to mold ’em.”’ The factory returns the 
figurines, wire-enforced and made out of hardening agent resembling dental rock, 
to Tirrell, who paints them and adds a few finishing touches. His wife, Lola Jean, 
helped with the miniature leather briefcases and. suitcases which the. figurine 
pilots carry, making them on her sewing machine. Still, Tirrell needed more 
assistance. So, when several neighbors volunteered to help with the painting, 
Tirrell enlisted their aid. 

The figures sell for $5 a pair. “‘It’s a lot of work for.$5,” Pax says, ‘‘but I'd 
rather sell 200 at $5 than 100 at $10.” The biggest part of the job, he says, 
was the modelling of the originals. That took a week and a half to do. He never 
had any lessons in art, but he modelled and carved a lot in his spare time. 

Tirrell discovered there was an equally asugreat a demand for figurines of 
airline stewardesses as for pilots. ‘tl had so darn many orders for stewardesses 
that | just had to get out a couple,”’ he explains. So he molded a pair of stewardess 
figurines of the same type as his pilots. And his business continued to grow: 
Tirrell sees an even bigger expansion in the future. ‘“‘There’s no limit to what 
you can do. Gee, you can go into the army, postmen, railroadmen—almost any 
line of businesses . . .”” And to think it all started with a lump of clay.

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HOTOGRAPHING wild animals in the 
woods at night has been the hobby 
of advertising executive Harvey A. 
Scribner, Kenilworth, Illinois, since the 
1930’s. Bears, beaver, deer, even mink 
make their own portraits by means of 
metal encased cameras set two different 
ways. Set one photographs animals 
travelling on game trails. Scribner 
strings a trip wire leading to a trig- 
ger connected with the camera across 
the trail. A four-footed subject has 
only to brush the wire to explode a 
flash bulb and take a picture at 1/200 


‘of a second. Set two attracts minks, 


muskrats, skunks, foxes, by use of bait. 
Scribner fastens food to a piece of cord 
which, when grabbed, fires the reflec- 
tor flash bulb placed above the camera. 
One of the big thrills of night photog- 
raphy is that you never know what 
the camera has registered until you 
develop the film.

Betty Seidel’s effective and varied use of felt as a craft 
material helped turn a Pennsylvania country 


hotel into a popular gift shop. 


HE AFTERNOON Betty Seidel of 
Cherryville, Pennsylvania strolled 
through the art department of a store 
in a neighboring city and saw some 
brightly colored remnants of felt lying 
in a pile, she had a strange premoni- 
tion that she was looking at something 
that. would affect the rest of her life. 
“It was the three-dimensional ap- 
pearance of them,” she reminisces now. 


BETTY SEIDEL of Cherryville, Pennsylvania, appliquing designs to a belt. On the 
table are bolts of bright colored felt from which the belts are made. 
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“I had always painted, making murals 
with Pennsylvania Dutch designs, and 
decorating toleware and other antiques. 
But, in ordinary painting, the colors 
are flat. Of course you can get a three- 
dimensional effect by shading, but the 
finished picture or design is still two- 
dimensional to the touch.” 

She picked up a black sweater which 
had a felt design of many colored flow-

ers splashed across the front of it. “You 
can paint with bits of felt, too,” she 
said, running her fingers over the 
raised bouquet, “and it’s more satisfy- 
ing—at least to me.” 

We were standing in one room of 
Betty’s Gift Shop, which is on the 
second floor of her father’s hotel at 
Cherryville, and when I glanced around 
at the apparently endless variety of 
items Betty has made and is still mak- 
ing out of felt, I could hardly believe 
that this ordinary material could be 
used. in so many astonishing ways. 


- There were sweaters, purses, belts, ear- 


rings, hats, slippers and pin cushions 
of all kinds and shapes. 

“There is a satisfaction in working 
with felt,” Betty said, following my 
glance, “that I have never found in 
anything else. There is a ‘feel’ to it that 
I love, and anything made out of it, or 
decorated with it, has a richness that 
I don’t think can be duplicated with 
any other material.” 

What is more, the beautiful things 
she is continuing to make out of felt 


have made her gift shop in the village . 


of Cherryville, a kind of Mecca for art 
lovers in the four surrounding counties. 


—— SHE was a child Betty Seidel 
has been interested ’in art work and 
hand craft. But most of all, in her 
younger days, sheliked to paint. 


“Anything that stood still long 


enough, or that she could catch, Betty 
would paint,” her father says proudly. 
And he should be proud of her. Mr. 
Seidel bought the Cherryville Hotel 
when Betty was a little girl. It was 
just an ordinary hotel then, like hun- 
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dreds of others throughout the rural 
section of Pennsylvania. It was an 
ordinary hotel. But not any more. Betty 
Seidel has seen to that. When she ran 
out of things to decorate, Betty started 
on the interior of the hotel itself. Every 
room and every piece of furniture. in 
them was painted by Betty in the gay 
_ colors so loved by the Pennsylvania 
Dutch people. It took her years to do 
it, but as room after room was fin- 
ished, people heard about. them and 
came to see them. They told others 
about Betty, and thus began a parade 
of tourists and visitors from the larger 
towns surrounding Cherryville, and 
eventually people from every state in 
the union visited the little country 
hotel. As Mr. Seidel says: “It certainly 
changed my hotel business!” 


Betty’s Gift Shop was started acci- 
dentally when people who came to 
see the decorated hotel began buying 
the small, painted pieces of old tinware 
—called toleware in Pennsylvania— 
that Betty had placed around the rooms. 
As time went on and more people who 
were interested in hand craft discov- 
ered the place, they began to bring 
their handmade items to Betty to be 
displayed and sold in her shop. 


The shop was just one room in the 
building then. But that was before 
Betty saw the pile of felt remnants and 
fell in love with felt working. Now the 
gift shop occupies six rooms on the 
second floor—the rooms that usually 
would have been rented to overnight 
guests in the old days—and the re- 
mainder of the hotel is simply a setting 
for them. The bar is open, and sand- 
wiches are served to the people who 
travel great distances to Cherryville, 
and to the Betty Seidel Studio. 

“But I owe it all to my felt things,” 
Betty says frankly. “There are so many, 
many different things you can make— 
either entirely out of felt, or can deco- 
rate with felt—and, it seems, the more 
you make the more ideas you get for 
making more things. Well, the more 
things I made the more I sold, and the 
more I sold the more I made!” 


p= Is a cloth made either entirely 
of wool, or made of a combination 
of wool and fur or other hair. The 
difference between felt and any other 
cloth is that felt, instead of being made 
by weaving, is manufactured by mat- 
ting the fibers together, usually under 
pressure. 

Felt, of course, comes in many grades. 
The best, made of 100 per cent wool, is 
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THIS SHOWS how effectively Miss Seidel uses stitching to enhance the appearance 
of an object, in this case a purse.

It includes a hat to tie under chin; belt, with purse attached, and a set of cuffs: 


the most expensive. But it is the easiest 
to work with and, in the long run— 
if what you are going to make out 
of it is to be for sale—it is the most 
economical. As the percentage of wool 
in felt decreases the material becomes 
more coarse, until at last you reach a 
type of felt used mostly for lamp bases, 
linings for cases and other items where 
the grade of felt isn’t important. 
-“The finer felt comes in the most 
shades and grades of colors, too,” Betty 
explains. “I work with about twenty 
different colors, but there are many, 
many more.” 

There ate several ways to apply a 
design of felt to an object like a bag, 


belt or. sweater. But first the design 
itself—if it is a type of design like 
a flower, where the various pieces are 
superimposed on one another—must 
first be made. There are three very 
common and well-used ways of making 
a design of that kind, where a number 
of pieces are to be attached to one 
another before being permanently af- 
fixed to a base material. For example: 
in making an ordinary flower design 
the petals of the flower could be glued . 
to each other, using a felt paste, and 
then these petals could be glued to the 
leaves. Then the entire flower, petals 
and leaves, could be glued to the piece 
being decorated. Another way is to 
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ONE OF THE SIMPLEST objects to make—a square pincushion. Miss Seidel 
suggests that beginners at felt craft start with a project like this. 


stitch, from below. (so that the stitch 
doesn’t show through the top of the 
piece) each pctal to the other; then 
the petals are stitched in the sameway 
to the leaves, and the whole flower 
stitched to the base. In using this 
method, the stitch from below, and 
usually just one or two stitches, is 
made at thé center of the piece. In this 
way the entire flower, with no stitches 














ANOTHER BUT MORE ELABORATE 
pincushion. The number of shapes in 
which these items can be made de- 
pends entirely on your imagination. 
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showing—and with the edges of the 
piece free—gives a life-like, three- 
dimensional effect. This method, using 
stitches, is called applique. Another 
form of applique is to attach the pieces 
to one another with the stitches show- 
ing. These stitches, made around the 
edges of the pieces, and made with a 
running stitch on large pieces, and 
made with a fine, tight stitch on 
smaller pieces, if made with thin silk 
thread, of a contrasting color to the 
piece being stitched, are very striking. 

“I use silk embroidery thread for the 
fine stitches and wool yarn with a 
needle for the coarse stitches,” Betty 
says. “And I use thread and wool 
stitches in othef ways, too. For example, 
in shading the leaves of a flower. If 
the leaf is made with one solid color 
of felt, the veins can be stitched on the

leaf in a lighter or darker shade. Also 
various degrees of the same color can 
be stitched on the petals of flowers 
to get the effect of shading. What J 
mean is, if the petals of the flower 
you are making are blue, then darker 
shades of blue thread stitched around 
the edges of them will make them seem 
more real.” 

Outside of the felt itself there are 


very few tools and materials needed’ 


to make almost anything either entirely 


out of felt, or in decorating other ma-. 


terials with felt. You should have some 
good white cardboard for pattern cut- 
ting, chalk (to outline the patterns on 
the felt), scissors, felt paste, and 
needles with colored embroidery thread 
and colored wool yarn. 


E-° SHOW how easy it is to make an 
object entirely out of felt, let's 
follow step by step, as Betty Seidel 
makes a simple pincushion. 

Because this pincushion will be 
square, the first step will be to cut 
two pieces of felt, selecting the same 
color for both pieces or, if you wish, 
two different colors, one for the top 
and one for the bottom. The design 
will be placed on the piece selected 


for the top of the pincushion, either 


with felt paste or by appliqueing or 
stitching. Now here is where the white 
cardboard is used. The size of the two 
pieces of felt that are to be used for 
the top and bottom of the cushion is 
drawn on a piece of white cardboard. 
The cardboard is cut along these lines, 
and the result is a simple pattern. 
Then this pattern is put on a piece of 
felt and outlined in white chalk; the 
felt is then cut along the chalk lines. 

The same procedure is followed when 
making the patterns for whatever de- 
sign you have decided to use as a 









of felt at the right which go into a pair of slippers. At the extreme right is a 


completed slipper. 
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decoration on the top of the pin- 
cushion. (Tracing designs on felt by 
means of carbon paper doesn’t work. 
The lines simply do not show up.) 
Outside of the pattern for the over-all 
base—like a pincushion or belt, etc— 
(assuming the object you are making 
is to’ be entirely out of felt) the pat- 
tern for the design will usually be a 
series of small patterns. For example, 
if the design is to be a flower of some 
kind, you will make a pattern for each 
leaf and for each petal and for the 
stem. e 

These patterns when cut out of 
cardboard, and then out of felt, will 
be super-imposed on one another to 
make the actual design. For example: 
suppose the decoration you are going 
to put on the pincushion is a simple 
flower, like a daisy. Each one of the 
petals would be cut separately from the 
felt; first, of course, drawing or out- 
lining in chalk from a pattern the petal 
on the felt. Then each one of these 
petals—if you are using the paste 
method—would be pasted to the base. 
A good idea is to lay the cut out petals 
on the base (in this case it is the top 
of the pincushion) and move them 
around until you discover the most 
pleasing arrangement. A few strokes of 
the chalk will show where they are to 
be placed when you paste them one 
by one to the top. 


In your first simple design you might 
not want the leaves of the flower to 
touch the petals, but only to lie be- 
tween them, in a sort of impressionistic 
pattern. In that case the leaves are cut 
from colored felt in exactly the same 
manner as the petals and attached to 
the top in the same way. Other pieces 
of colored felt, cut in circles or squares, 
can be pasted to the corners of the 
cushion cover. In this, as in most any 
other kind of handcraft, you can exer- 
cise your imagination to any degree. 
When you have the cover design just 
as you want it, the top and bottom of 
the pincushion can be sewed together, 
closing only three sides. Into the open 
side stuff enough cotton so that the 
cushion has shape and is firm. Then 
sew shut the fourth side. The result 
is a gay, useful gift or article that 
can be sold. 


“Once you have made a few simple 
things,” Betty insists, “you'll find .that 
your imagination will begin to soar, 
and you soon will-be making objects 
out of felt.that not only will surprise 
your friends, but will even amaze you 
yourself!” 
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“Take pincushions,” she explains, 
holding up one in the shape of a 
dancer's leg. “There is nothing else you 
can make in such variety as these. You 
can make pincushions that look like 


fruit, or heads, or flowers. And they 
are all made in the same way. The only 
difference is in their shape and in the 
way they are decorated.”

Yule Trees That Bear 


Lollipops"

Cer WHO dream of sugar plums 
and other wonderful things on 
Christmas Eve, will find their dreams 
coming true when they discover among 
their gifts on Christmas morning an hon- 
est-to-goodness lollipop tree like those 
turned out by Mrs. Marion Meining. 


The making of a Christmas wreath 
for her own front door six years ago led 
Mrs. Meining to begin making the di- 
minutive trees. : 

In September, 1946, Mr. and Mrs. 
Meining moved from New York City to 
a farm near Lehighton, Pennsylvania, to 
gain experience in farming. 

Days rushed by and rolled into the 
Christmas season. Mrs. Meining, expect- 
ing an addition to the family, did not 
wish to Christmas shop in unknown 
towns. Besides, there were snow and ice 
and rough rural roads to contend with. 
She wished, however, to make the farm- 
house look Christmasy. With a burlap 
bag slung over her shoulder, she disap- 


peared into the near-by woods. “When — 


I returned I looked almost like Santa 
Claus,” she relates. “I had found pitch 
pine cones and evergreen. I had never 
made a wreath but I sat down to try. 
The result was a nicer wreath than I had 
ever seen in the city. 

“Not wanting the folks back home to 
think that I had forgotten them I made 
each grown-up relative a wreath, a gift 


to suffice for the family. They were de- 


lighted with the gifts. Friends who saw 
them placed orders for the following 


Christmas.” 


In February, 1947, during a terrific 
snow storm, Mrs. Meining was taken to 
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the hospital to await the birth of her 
child. “Imagine my surprise,” she says, 
“when not only one addition arrived, 
but two! Both sons.” 


| Ryser ON in the year the Meinings 
purchased a farm several miles away 
near Kunkletown, Pennsylvania. Chores 
on the farm and twin babies kept Mrs. 
Meining doubly busy. 

December arrived and Mrs. Meining 
with her “double trouble” as she fondly 
refers to her twin sons, had no time for 
Christmas shopping. 


A friend knowing of her interest in 
making Yuletide articles, gave her a 
booklet containing ideas for Christmas 
gifts. In it were incomplete instructions 
for making a lollipop tree. Ingenuity 
came to Mrs. Meining’s aid. With pine 
branches from trees growing on the farm 
she constructed a lollipop tree as she 
imagined it should look. 


Using all-purpose wire fabric, quarter- 
inch mesh, she fashioned a cone-shaped 
cylinder frame and has since used the 
same type frame. A pattern with two 
ten-inch sides and a slightly curved fif- 
teen-inch base is used to cut the triangu- 
lar frame. The sides of the frame are 
tied firmly together with strong waxed 
string. Nine frames can be cut from a 
36-inch square piece of wire. 


Beginning at the small end, the top 
of the tree, Mrs. Meining inserts the cut 
ends of the smallest pine branches 
(about three inches) into each opening, 
graduating to larger branches as she 
works down, shaping the tree as she 
goes. “This,” Mrs. Meining explains, “is 
an art that my husband Art cannot ac- 
complish. He tried his hand at it and 
produced a lop-sided effect that was not 
becoming to a lollipop tree.” 


The insertion of the pine branch into 
each mesh works on the same principle 
as the insertion of a fish hook. The ser- 
tated effect of the pine branches makes 
them difficult to remove once they have 
been inserted through the mesh, thus 
providing a firm, compact tree. The 
compactness serves as a solid foundation 
to hold artificial red berries, five pairs 
of stems fastened with a wire, and in- 
serted here and there. About two dozen 
tasty lollipops placed firmly into the 
tree, inserted so that only the lollipops 
show, add the final touch and additional 
color. Mrs. Meining’s first tree was set 
on an egg crate filler, covered with tin 
foil. Now she places the tree on polar 
foam purchased’ in 36-inch strips and 
cut, with a carving knife, into one-foot 
Squares.

to right: Wire mesh frame for tree, pliers for twisting wire, small pruning shears 
for clipping pine branches, and far right, cut evergreen branches. 


Mrs. Meining uses Scotch pine, white 
pine, red pine and occasionally balsam, 
all grown on the farm. In trimming the 
plantation trees, she cuts away bottom 
branches thus encouraging the tree to 
grow strong and straight. “Scotch pine 
makes the most attractive tree and is 
easier to handle, especially when fresh 
cut,” 
hard on the hands if fingers are thin- 
skinned, for three pounds of tiny ever- 
green branches are used in each tree. 
When my fingers become too tender 
from the prickly pine, gardeners’ gloves 
solve the problem but slow up the work 
somewhat. Taping fingers with adhesive 
tape is a preventive measure. We don 
our oldest togs to do this work as the 
sap from the pine branches stains cloth- 
ing beyond restoration.” 


M*: MEINING’S first attempt was to 
have been a Christmas gift for her 
sons. Then it occurred to her that their 
cousin in New York City would be en- 
chanted with such a present. She mailed 


she says. “Any pine, however, is 


it to an aunt who was to give it to the 
recipient on Christmas morning. Her 
aunt immediately wrote back suggesting 
the same kind of gift for another cousin. 
Mrs. Meining made three that year in- 
cluding one for her sons. This was the 
beginning of the lollipop tree hobby. 


Friends of Mrs. Meining’s relatives 
who saw and admired the lollipop trees 
made requests for them for the next 
Christmas. On a trip to New York City, 
Mrs. Meining toured an exclusive shop- 
ping area and selected a likely looking 
prospective store, went in and showed 
her wares and was given an immediate 
order. Another friend, on a visit from 
Florida, was intrigued by the lollipop 
trees and requested colored photos to 
take back with him. On his return to 
Florida he showed the pictures to a select 
shop which also placed an order. Two 
years ago Mrs. Meining displayed the 
lollipop trees and wreaths in a store win- 
dow in a near-by town. Her first com- 
mercial advertising: was done last year 
over a local radio station.

PERHAPS THE INTENSE INTEREST in the lollipop tree making for ‘“‘Mike’’ and 
“Steve,” Mrs. Meining’s twin sons, is the chance to snitch a lollipop occasionally. 
Mrs. Meining has just begun to insert pine branches in the top of this tree. 


Mrs. Meining ran into a bit of diffi. 
culty with the Florida order. After the 
contract had been made, the store de- 
manded that the trees be packed indi- 
vidually in open-face boxes. She. tele- 
phoned several distant factories that 
made boxes, but it was impossible to 
obtain open-face boxes in the size she 
needed. Since no mention of shipping 
the trees in individual boxes had been 
made in the -original contract, she felt 
that she could not bear the added ex- 
pense. Therefore, she called the Florida 
store telling them of the impossibility 
of obtaining the desired boxes but saying 
that she would send them individually 
if they would pay half, to which they 
agreed. “Our telephone bill that month 
was appalling!” she says. “Since then, I 
have confined my orders all direct— 
farm to customer, either private delivery 
to New York City or mail.” 


HEN SHE receives more orders than 
she herself can make, Mrs. Meining 
pays friends to help her—but this cuts 
considerably into her profits. It takes an 
hour and a half to two hours of steady 
work to make the foot-high tree and she 
pays the women $1.25 per tree just to 
place the greens on the frame. The rest 
of the material and labor put into the 
tree costs $1.50, bringing the total cost 
of the tree to $2.75. She sells the trees 
for $3.50. She has purchased the wire 
fabric from a large mail order house in 
100-foot rolls. Most hardware dealers 
and dealers in lumber also carry the 
wire, sometimes called “hardware cloth,” 
in various widths and it can be pur- 
chased in desired lengths. Berries for 
the trees are bought by the gross, wires 
for fastening berries by the pound, cord 
by the box and polar foam by the sheets 
as well as the material for the wreaths— 
pine cones, ribbon and sticks, all from a 
wholesale florist, in New York City. 
The lollipops are bought by the 
pound, usually forty-five to a pound. “I 
like a fairly large cone-shaped lollipop— 
one that resembles tree lights,” Mrs. 
Meining explains. “And if costs of lolli- 
pops are higher this year, naturally I 
will have to up the price of the tree.” 
Catering to children in the creation of 
lollipop trees, Mrs. Meining insists on 
excellent fruit flavor in the lollipops she 
buys. “Besides,” she adds whimsically, 
“the hobbyist needs something to nibble 
on.” 
Mrs. Meining begins collecting ma-

terials and cutting the pines late in No- 
vember, and distributes the makings to 
her workers who work in their own 
homes. When the items have been com- 
pleted she collects them and leaves addi- 
tional material. “In 1951, the boys 
caught the measles necessitating that I 
remain in the house most of the time,” 
she relates. “I did many odds and ends 
well in advance in preparation of the 
actual construction. This cut the time, 
somewhat in outside labor. 

“At shipping time eighteen-hour days 
are the usual diet for us—for last minute 
orders always come in and no customer 
has been disappointed thus far. Ship- 
ments are made via parcel post—wreaths 
being boxed in ‘Baby Chick Pullman’ 
boxes to lend an atmosphere of rural 
quaintness for our city customers. Ship- 
ments to Florida and points west as far 
as Oklahoma have stood the trip very 
well and the first experiments with hot 
Florida sunshine didn’t bother the ever- 
greens at all. They lasted four weeks 
before browning on the tips. I’ve learned 
from experience that if the wreath or 
lollipop tree is unpacked immediately on 
receipt so that the branches can ‘breathe,’ 
no trouble will be encountered. 


“Every year one big shipment is de- 
livered personally by my husband to 
New York. All the trees go to one small 
area. His trip costs less than postage 
would and then he can also bring all the 
Christmas gifts from our relatives to 
our ‘double trouble,’ For you see,” she 
adds proudly, “they are the only twins 
on either side of our family tree.” 

While spring pruning may be the 
ideal time for pruning evergreen trees, 
the pruning Mrs. Meining has done in 
the fall has not been harmful to the 
pines. “Pennsylvania State Foresters have 
been in and checked the state plantings 
and they tell us that we have one of the 
finest stands, which they presume, is due 
to the winter cutting,” Mrs. Meining 
says. State and soil conservation trees 
were growing on the property when 
the Meinings purchased it. They have 
planted thousands of trees since. 

“The lollipop trees are ideal additions 
for holiday table centerpieces and chil- 
dren’s parties,” Mrs. Meining says. “I 
like to know, in advance, just how many 
children are expected so that there will 
be a lollipop for each child. I always 
add a few extra just in case.” 
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MRS. MEINING is almost buried in fragrant pine branches weeks before the holiday 
season, in preparation of lollipop trees. Here she twists a six-inch wire around five 
bright red berries preparatory to placing them on the tree.

Spotswood doesn’t stop with them; he says he'll 
plate anything, and he’s well paid to do it.

ARVIN SPOTSWOOD of Los Gatos, 
California, claims he can plate any- 
thing; and he has had ample oppor- 
tunity to prove it. He has covered so 


~many diverse items with copper, brass 


and silver plate that the list is almost 
endless. Bugs, spiders, flowers, bottles, 
ceramic objects, plaster statuettes, vases, 
shoes, crocheted bootees, deer antlers, 
telephones, toys, old lanterns, light fix- 
tures, floor lamps, table lamps, pie tins, 
soft drink bottles, football helmets, and 
even false teeth are some of the many 
articles he has covered in the years since 
he has followed his hobby of electro- 
plating. : 

When he first became interested in 
electro-plating as a hobby, Spotswood 
was engaged in full time door-to-door 
selling, soliciting orders for copper- 
plated baby shoes. Learning how to elec- 
tro-plate after hours, he built a home- 
made set-up in his garage, and experi- 
mented by plating his daughter’s doll 
dishes and other metallic and non-me- 
tallic toys. Polly, his wife, brought him 
items that she had picked up at rum- 
mage sales, such as old sugar bowls and 
creamers, and other objects which Spots- 
wood either restored by plating or fe- 
fashioned into planters or lamps. When 
friends saw the many things he had 
plated, they brought him articles, too, 
and he began to realize that there was 
a chance that his hobby would prove 
profitable. 

As he visited his customers’ homes 
while soliciting orders for baby shoes, 
he would mention that he was interested 
in plating other objects to be used as 
planters, lamps, and so on, and received 
some orders in this manner. One of his 
customers had many antique silver 
pieces and lamps which she wanted elec- 
trified and Spotswood offered to do this, 
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and also to replate, buff, and restore 
them for her. This was his first large 
order, and from it Spotswood got the 
idea of visiting antique dealers and 
soliciting orders to repair and restore 
similar pieces. 

He learned the non-metallic plating 
first, since that is the type of plating 
used for baby shoes, and it has a specific 
formula with little variation. He learned 
from his employer and found that he 
liked the actual plating work much bet- 
ter than the door-to-door selling. He 
carried on his hobby of plating and 
making lamps and planters after work- 
ing hours; then when he became pro- 
ficient enough in making these objects, 
he began to take orders for them along 
with the orders for baby shoe plating. 
Eventually his orders for these items 
grew to a volume that took up most of 
-his time, and he became a partner in 
business with his employer, finally buy- 
ing his partner out entirely. 


Le METHOD that Spotswood advises, 
since he began that way himself, is 
to learn the hobby first, specializing per- 
haps ‘in planters, then selling them from 
door to door and taking orders locally. 
A good way to advertise is to watch for 
hobby displays and hobby shows, and 
get your items in for display. Often a 
local businessman, such as a hardware 
dealer, or furniture store owner, will be 
glad to give display room in his show 
case to the articles of a group of hobby- 
ists, and your work, included, will be- 
come known. Advertising in the local 
papers, and running a picture of either 
a planter or a re-plated silver coffee pot 
is an effective method of getting orders, 
particularly during che holiday season, 
as planters make excellent Christmas 
gifts. A small ivy or similar plant, cost- 
ing ten or fifteen cents at the dime 
store, will help sell a planter which 
costs little to make and will sell from 
$1 to $5 according to its size. 

Spotswood feels that the home hobby- 
ist can soon learn electro-plating to his 
immense pleasure and profit. There are 
good beginners’ kits, and these will start 
anyone making beautiful and useful 
lamp bases and other ornamental objects 
which are much in demand and which 
sell for a good price. 

If you remember your high school 
chemistry, you will recall that electro- 
plating is the process whereby a thin 
coating of metal is formed on an object 
by immersing it in an acid.solution into 
which an electrode carrying a low volt- 
age of electricity is introduced. The acid 
solution, through the action of electro-

lysis, carries atoms of the copper or 
silver to the object to be coated which 
is hanging by a wire in the tank. This 
coats the object with a thin or thick 
layer of metal depending on the length 
of time it is left hanging in the solu- 
tion. The vats or tanks used for depos- 
iting are usually wooden, lead lined ves- 
sels, but may also be enamelled iron, 
slate, or even glazed earthenware or 
glass. 

Before the beginner commences plat- 
ing, it will be wise to refer to an ele- 
mentary chemistry book and learn a 
little about the handling of acids since 
some of the acids and compounds used 
are dangerous to the uninitiated. The 
materials used may be purchased in drug 
stores, hardware or paint stores, or ob- 
tained through a chemical concern. 


Anz homemade set-up may be 
built by following the schematic 
diagram shown on the next page, using 
a large glass aquarium, a crock or any 
other large, non-metallic, acid proof 


container. Use copper or brass-rods to 
suspend the anodes (metal being 
used to plate the article), also to 
suspend the article which is receiving 
the coating. Anodes may be any 
sheet or plate stock or scrap. The 
total surface area of the anodes should 
be approximately the same as the 
largest article to be plated. The hooks 
also should be of copper or brass. 
The insulators may be fibre, plastic, 
bakelite or any non-conductor. The rheo- 
stat may be obtained from’ an old radio 
set or may be any rheostat that will drop 
the six-volt supply source from the bat- 
teries down to one and one-half. volts. 
It must carry approximately eight to ten 
amperes. A storage battery, instead of 
the four dry cells pictured, is recom- 
mended for larger articles, and for large 
volume work a rectifier should be used. 

A good planter for the beginner can 
be made from a smalk.tinned milk pail 
about six inches high by four inches 
wide at the base, which Spotswood pur- 
chased in a local hardware store for 49

cents. Copper plated, it makes a rustic 
planter of great charm, and because of 
its simple shape is easily handled by the 
beginning plater. Any other metallic 
object would do as well for. the first 
attempt. The process of plating a metal 
object can be covered in six steps and 
is variable according to the metal used 
for the finished coating. 

First step: The stripping process. If 
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By replating the urn Spotswood restored it to its 
original beauty. 


the article is covered with a coat of tin 


or galvanized metal, as the milk pail is, 


the material must be removed down to 
the base metal by what is called a strip- 
ping. Soak the pail in a crock or glass 
container holding muriatic acid. The 
time varies according to the thickness of 
the coating, but it can usually be con- 
sidered finished when the acid stops 
bubbling. This is also the first. step in

cleaning rust off steel. Rubber gloves 
should be worn when handling acids at 
all times. 

Second step: Grinding. If the article 
is old and has scratches on the base 
metal, it must be ground and polished 
on a buffing wheel until it is smooth 
and flawless. Since the pail is new, it 
will not have to be ground, but should 
be polished, in order to assure a perfect 
coating. 

Third step: Tri-sodium bath. Now 
the pail is dipped into a hot tri-sodium 
bath, which is prepared in a tank or 
container placed over a gas jet and 
heated to 160 degrees F. Add the tri- 
sodium powder to the water when it is 
hot, and the amount may be ascertained 
by feeling the water after adding. When 
it feels slick to the touch, enough has 
been used; however, no harm is done 
by adding too much. Rinse your hand 
in cold water after dipping it into the 
tri-sodium. Immerse the pail and when 
it is as hot as the solution, remove, using 
rubber gloves or tongs, and brush the 
article with a stiff brush. Do not handle 
with bare hands after this step. 

Fourth step: The sour dip. A tank or 
crock containing a ten per cent solution 
of sulphuric acid and water is prepared. 
Dip pail, quickly remove, and rinse with 
clear, fresh water.

SMITHSONIAN STAMP NEWS 
S THE result of recent donations, 
the Division of Philately of’ the 

Smithsonian Institution has now been 

established among the top four stamp 


libraries in this country. The large 


recent accession consisted of one of the 
most comprehensive philatelic libraries 
in private hands—namely, that of Eu- 
gene N. Costales, a New York stamp 
dealer of note. It includes an unusually 
large group of pioneer stamp periodi- 
cals and publications. 

Other recent library accessions include 
the Malcolm MacGregor Philatelic li- 
brary, plus valuable donations from the 
American Philatelic Society, the Society 
of Philatelic Americans, and some thirty 
stamp societies. 

In addition to Library accessions, 
other philatelic items were received by 
the Smithsonian, making a total of 155 
individual accessions, or 5,567 speci- 
mens during the last fiscal year. The 
Division of. Philately now has close to 
100,000 major stamp varieties. Some of 
the recent accessions, other than library, 
include original dies of United States 
postal stationery (1853-1870), a model 
of an 1869 canceling device, and a copy 
of the post office ordinance of 1782. 





HUNTING REGULATIONS 
A VERY helpful booklet to the hunter 
of birds and certain game mammals 
is the recent Regulatory Announcement 
38 issued by the Fish and Wildlife Serv- 
ice. It tells the sportsman what’ means 
he may ‘use to take specific game, the 
open season, the bag limits, rules about 
shipment, transportation, and possession 
of game, need for permits for propagat- 
ing and other purposes. Open season, 
and bag limits are given, by state, for 
each of the four major flyways. The last 
of the fourteen pages is devoted to list- 
ing officials, by state, in the United 
States, and in Canada; Alaska and Mex- 
ico, from whom copies of game laws 
may be obtained.

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YOUR PHOTO CLUB 


W HAT CAN be done to make your 
photo club a success? Alexander 


J. Wedderburn, Curator of Photography - 


at the Smithsonian Institution, has the 
following constructive suggestions to 
offer. 

First, the skeleton or backbone of 
your club must be a sturdy one. What 
programs will you have? How much 
money will you need? How will it be 
raised? How many officers will you 
have? What will their line of duty be? 
What publicity will you need? How 
will you obtain it? All of these and 
other vital basic policy questions will 
have to be decided. 


Good business management is a sec- 
ond point raised by Mr. Wedderburn. 
He feels that some system should be 
used to insure that the officers of the 
club will fulfill their obligations with 
business-like thoroughness and complete- 
ness. And, of course, good business man- 
agement means financial soundness— 
that is, club dues must be high enough 
to meet the needs of the club. 

Third, good showmanship plays an 


important part in every photo club. By . 


this is meant variety in programs and 
activities. Thus, in addition to the main 
topic for the evening’s meeting, a sub- 
topic might be included. If the main 
theme is a lecture on portraiture, a sub- 
sidiary attraction might be the showing 
of slides. In this way, members not 
interested in the first topic might atterid 
because of interest in the second. 

Another way to fulfill the principle 
of good showmanship is for the club to 
have at least one print competition a 
month. This serves the purpose of keep- 
ing the camera fan interested and active, 
initiating constructive discussions on any 
number of photographic. topics, and im- 
proving the quality of entries in the final 
annual salon that most camera clubs hold. 

Still another way for a photo club to 
star in good showmanship is to have 
classes in special branches of photog- 
raphy, such as still-life, etc. 

A final hint under this catagory is 
that a club should be active twelve 








months a year, and never suspend activi- 
ties during the summer or over lengthy 
holiday seasons. Picnics, camera trips, 
or special parties can be planned, all of 
which help to hold the member's interest 
and keep him active. 

Good public relations is a fourth fac- 
tor in keeping a club going; because 
publicity tells all the club-hungry camera 
fans about your organization and more 
or less invites them to join. And mem- 
bership, in the final anaylsis, determines 
whether your club will succeed, or fail.

yee AGO, when I clipped an article 
from a magazine for a ninth grade 
drama class, I little suspected that the 
title’s glowing promise, “Your Voice 
Can Be Your Fortune,” would, in a cer- 
tain measure, be fulfilled. 

While ten years of radio acting in 
Denver, Colorado, have not brought me 
a fortune, they have provided an ex- 
tremely profitable pastime, brought me 
interesting friends, lots of fun, and even 
a modest amount of fame. 

I was in my teens when I started in 
radio, and part-time broadcasting helped 
put me through college. Later, I worked 
on the staff at KLZ as a writer, and my 
air work augmented my regular salary. 

For the last five years while I have 
been keeping house for my parents due 
to my mother’s illness, radio acting has 


brought me some income without the 


demands of a full-time job. 

I will soon be. married and radio 
broadcasting will help out on our 
budget, for I shall be, able to work it 
in conveniently around household duties. 

One of the most advantageous things 
about broadcasting as a hobby is the 
fact that age doesn’t matter. I expect 


-to go on broadcasting until I die. 


NEVER dreamed I would be in radio. 
There were no theatrical people in 
my family background. I wasn’t born in 
a trunk. I didn’t troupe on stage at an 
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early age. When I was eight years old, 
| did sing a solo in a school operetta, 
but with a distinct lack of enthusiasm. 
] was most unhappy about the whole 
situation. Dressed in an ugly black cos- 
tume I sang a ditty about being an old 
umbrella left on the mat. All the time 
I yearned to be in the chorus of para- 
sols who got to wear pretty ballet dresses 
in lovely pastel colors. 

Two plays in high school were the 
sum of my background. In my secret 
heart I wanted to be an opera singer or 
a movie star, but I wouldn’t tell any- 


one. I knew that was just a silly dream. . 


Knowing I had to earn a living, I settled 
for teaching school, hoping to teach 
dramatics. 

Since I attended a girl’s college and 
had the misfortune of being large and 
tall, my lot in the school plays was more 
often to play a man’s role than not. 

I hated it. Once, after a performance 
as a French soldier, complete with tight 
knee britches, gold epaulets and a three- 
cornered hat, to say nothing of my fine 
deep man’s voice, I dissolved into heart- 
broken sobs because the audience had 
laughed at me. My instructress tried to 
assure me that it was only that the girls 
all recognized me under my disguise, 
and since they knew me, it struck them 
funny. 

But this experience, painful though 
it was at the time, plus our dramatic 
recitals, in which we did all the parts in a 
play ourselves, is undoubtedly respon- 
sible for developing the range and flexi- 
bility of my voice. This has enabled me 
to play a wide variety of parts on the 
air, which is remunerative and lots of 
fun, as well. 


ecw WAS my love, but I had to. 


be practical about it. Anyone in- 
terested in drama discovers very early 
many discouraging aspects of making 
the theatre one’s life work. Competition 
} is terrific. The industry is localized ‘in 
New York and Hollywood. Training and 
experience are expensive. “Breaks” play 
a large part in getting anywhere. The 
life is taxing and the work is irregular 
at best. So, many of us with drama in 
our blood, .turn to other careers and 
keep our “acting urges” as a hobby. 
My entry into the profitable field 
of radio was a lucky accident. My 
brother was enrolled in a Colorado Uni- 
Versity night class in radio at the Rocky 
Mountain Radio Council. He had writ- 
ten a radio script. I typed the show for 
him, and he invited me to visit the 
class and see how his play was produced. 
While visiting the class, I was asked to 
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participate. The teacher liked my read- 
ing of lines and auditioned me. 

That impromptu audition was the 
strangest I have ever experienced: I was 
totally unprepared to perform. No script 
was provided me and I am a very poor 
extemporaneous speaker. I gulped and 
rendered a few lines from the phial 
scene from “Romeo and Juliet.” (I was 
majoring in drama at Colorado Wom- 
en’s College.) 

My auditioner, Jack Weir Lewis, 





Many of the parts were dialects— 
German, French, Russian, English, Japa- 
nese. With an attentive ear and the 
ability to mimic, one can pick up dia- 
lects from the radio and the movies. 
Obviously, the authentic diaiects are 
learned from real people. 

Two Costa Rican girls worked with 
me four hours, helping me learn a true 
Latin American accent for a program. 
They spoke so vigorously that after my 
session my mouth was tired.

asked if I had a southern accent. Inanely, 
I ad libbed about a “purty purple cow 
in that field ova theah.” 

Mr. Lewis thought he could use me. 
A week later I spoke eight words on 
“Tall Tales,” a transcribed dramatic 
show about legendary Americans. 

The Rocky Mountain Radio Council 
is a non-profit educational organization 
supported by forty educational groups 
including libraries, universities and the 
Denver public schools. The council 
plans, writes and produces educational 
programs which are given free time on 
fifty stations in the Rocky Mountain 
area. 

It was during the war, and I began 
to wonder. if Mr. Lewis, who also wrote 
the shows, had something against me. 
He either killed me off in each script 
or started me out already dead. 


W™ SEVEN months of experience 
behind me, I felt I was ready to 
follow up a rumor that Denver’s CBS 
affiliate, KLZ, was going to employ 
women announcers becausé of the war. 
The rumor proved to be a dud and I felt 
rather foolish. 

But later, when the girl who acted 
on two KLZ dramatic shows told me 
she was going to leave town, I went 
back and auditioned. 

A week later the program director 
called me, “Barbara,a five-minute dia- 
logue commercial for a jewelry store 
has opened up,” he told me. “You can 
have the job. Be down at the station at 
6:45 tomorrow morning. You'll work 
with the morning announcer.” 

The commercial was in the middle 
of a fifteen-minute record show and I

Sea Shell Shakers 


I MAKE attractive salt and pepper shakers out of small 
shells which I pick up on the beach. In the ten-cent 
store I buy plain glass salt and peppers with colorful plastic 
tops. In the hardware store-I get hard water putty. A 35-cent 
can lasts a long time. I mix the water putty according to 
the directions on the can and add a little vinegar so it 
won't harden too quickly while I’m setting the tiny shells 
in place. I never mix large amounts of putty at a time, just 
enough to cover one shaker so that none will be wasted on 
account of hardening. I press the shells in the soft putty 
until the whole shaker is covered. In ‘selecting the shells I 
always try to use unusual and 
colorful ones. After the putty 
is thoroughly hardened I ap- 
ply a clear shellac to the shak- 
ers. The materials for these 
attractive shakers cost very 
little and they are easily sold 
for $1 a pair in my. home 
community, Hollywood, 
Florida.

Probably the rocks used on Brixey’s 
wishing wells provide the attraction 
that has made the sales of his product 
so satisfactory. Most of the novelties are 
covered with rocks from his own collec- 
tion. However, often people have rocks 
that they have gathered as souvenirs 
that he fashions into the well for them. — 
His most gratifying experience along — 
this line was a well he made for a wat 
veteran. He covered it with sea shells 
found by the veteran on the island of

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which the market for his wishing wells 
was established. After making his first 


well and showing it to his fellow fire- 


men at the fire station, he gave it to his 
wife and had no idea of ever making 
another. However, Harold Whitley, who 
operates a Sapulpa florist shop, saw the 
novelty in the Brixey home and he im- 
mediately ordered some of the wells for 
sale in his shop. After much coaxing, 
Brixey filled the order and has since 
marketed most of the wells he has time 
to make through florist shops in 
Sapulpa, Bristow, Okmulgee, and Tulsa, 
Oklahoma. Most of the florists plant 
various kinds of flowers in the wells 
before they are placed on display for 
sale. , 

The price of the miniature wells 
wholesale in lots of a dozen is $18. When 
individuals buy only one well from 
Brixey, he charges $2 apiece. On wells 
made to order with special decofations, 
the price varies with the cost of ma- 
terials and work involved. 


Brixey thinks that he has a wishing 
well in every state in the union. Rela- 
tives of friends visiting in Sapulpa have 
bought them from him to take home. 
They have told their friends, and many 
strangers passing through Sapulpa find 
Brixey and buy one of his wishing wells. 


Miniature wishing wells make an 
ideal decoration for the home, are ap- 
propriate for the sick-room, and make 
a suitable- gift for almost any occasion. 
And Brixey’s wells are so strongly con- 
structed that they last indefinitely. 

On order Brixey makes wishing wells 
of virtually any size. The price varies

as to size and kind of decorations 
wanted. His largest well, which is used 
on lawns and stands about six feet high, 
usually sells for $35. It is a duplicate 
of the smaller novelty wishing wells 
and makes a perfect lawn decoration. 

At the opening of Whitley's new 
florist shop in Sapulpa three years ago, 
the main attraction in his showroom 
was one of Brixey’s lawn size wishing 
wells decorated with appropriate flowers 
and vines. 


HE MATERIALS needed to make the 
novelty wishing wells are all easily 
obtainable and are not expensive. 
One-pound coffee cans form the base 
for the well. Brixey’s friends save them 
for him, and he has a standing offer to 
children in the neighborhood of a penny 
apiece for all the one-pound coffee cans 
they bring him. The cans must neces- 
sarily be clean and not rusty. 
Apple crates are used to make the 


wooden parts of the wells. The thin . 


sides are used to make the roofs of the 
wells, and the ends are ripped into 
pieces for the posts. ° ; 
One-quarter-inch dowel pin stock is 
used to make the windlass shaft and 
crank. This can be bought in three-foot 
lengths from almost any lumber yard. 
The buckets are turned “on a wood 


lathe out of one-inch square pine sticks. 
The bail is made from scrap copper 
wire, and the rope is a short piece of 
cord. 

Common cement and river sand form 
the base on. which to stick the rocks 
around the well. 

‘Now for the actual dimensions and

construction of each piece used in mak- 
ing the wishing well. First, remove from 
the coffee can the narrow inner ring. 
That is all the preparation necessary for 
the can. 

The posts are made from pieces sawed 
from the apple crate ends. Each post is 
934 inches long, 34 inch wide, and 
inch thick. With a saw one end is slotted 
3 inches deep to fit over the side of the 
coffee can. A %4 inch hole is bored 
through each post 3 inches down from 
the top for mounting the windlass shaft. 
Remember to place the posts exactly 
opposite each other on the can before 
nailing. 

Next the roof boards are sawed from 
the sides of the apple crates. This ma- 
terial is about 4% inch thick. The roof 
boards are 734 inches long and 334 
inches wide. The gable end pieces are 


triangular in shape with a base dimension - 


of 4 inches and an altitude of 114 inches, 
and are sawed from the same material 
as the roof boards. 

To simulate an actual shingle roof, 
Brixey angle grooves the top of the 
roof boards in 34-inch steps. Each tier 
of shingles is then marked off in 34-inch 
spaces to represent individual shingles. 
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At first he marked these off one at a 
time with a metal marker. This proved 
to be a slow and tedious task, and Mrs. 
Brixey had to help him to produce roof 
boards for his wishing wells. 

Brixey soon realized that this task 
must be shortened so he made a heavy 
metal tool, with teeth 34 inch wide and 
34 inch apart and the length of the roof 
boards, which he now uses to mark off 
the shingles. With one hammer stroke 
he marks off a full row of shingles and 
then moves the marker to the next row. 
By offsetting the marks on each row, 
this process makes a roof that is marked 
off like a real shingle roof. . 

The windlass is a 6-inch piece of the 
14-inch dowel pin stock, and the crank 
handle is a piece of the same material 
34, inch long. The crank is made from 
a small board 2 inches long, 34 inch 
wide, and 14 inch thick, with a %4-inch 
hole near each end to receive the end 
of the windlass shaft and the crank 
handle. 

Brixey makes the buckets from pine 
sticks 1 inch square. By turning these 
sticks in his lathe, a series of buckets 
about 114 inches long are formed. He 
uses the back of a hack saw blade and 





burns three shallow grooves in each 
bucket to resemble metal hoops around 
the bucket. After removing the stick 
from the lathe, ‘he saws the buckets 
apart. Bails dre made from short pieces 
of copper wire bent into a semi-circle 
with each end offset about % inch, 
These ends are pressed into the wood 
near the top of the bucket to hold it 
firmly. A piece of cord a few inches 
long is wound on the windlass and tied 
to the bucket to simulate a well rope. 
Brixey makes the separate parts for 
the- wishing wells in quantities and 
stacks them for assembly later. This 
eliminates many adjustments on his 
wood-working tools, thereby saving 
much timé in the over-all construction 
of a large number of the wishing wells. 


2 lia THE posts nailed to the sides 
of the can, the roof boards and 
gable ends assembled and nailed to the 
top of the posts, the well is ready for 
cementing and the placing of the deco- 
rative rocks. 

The cement mortar is mixed in a ratio 
of one part cement to two parts sand, 
which is finely’ screened before using. 
If available, a small amount of white 


- glass sand is used with the river sand. 


Brixey selects the rocks he is going to 
use, and then adds a little cement color- 
ing to the mortar to give the right back- 
ground coloring for the rocks selected. 
This powdered cement coloring can be 
obtained in many colors from lumber 
yards. 

The well framework is then placed on 
a drying board which is a scrap board 
about ten inches square. The cement 
mortar of proper consistency is then 
stuck around the coffee can to a thick- 
ness of about one inch. Then the rocks 
are imbedded into the mortar and the 
wishing well is left on the drying board 
until the cement is thoroughly dry. 

Painting the wood parts and the in- 
side of the can is next in order after 
the cement has dried thoroughly. Brixey 
uses a variety of colors to paint the wells, 
and a group of wells on display presents 
a colorful picture of contrasting roof- 
tops. After the paint has dried the wish- 
ing well is ready for sale. 


N THE construction of the lawn size 
wishing wells, Brixey uses cedar posts 
about 3 inches in diameter and 6 feet 
‘ long for the well posts. The knotty cedat 
helps give a rustic appearance to the 
finished well. The roof is made from 
standard cedar roofing shingles nailed 
onto sheeting boards the same as on 4 
standard house top. The windlass shaft 
and crank handle is made from 1-inch 
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dowel pin stock. The crank is made 
from a piece of cedar about 2 inches in 
diameter and 1 foot long with a hole in 
each end to receive the windlass shaft 


and the crank handle. A length of %4- 


inch manila rope and a homemade 


wooden bucket complete the upper parts 


of the lawn size wishing well. 

With the upper part of the wishing 
well assembled, Brixey then forms the 
base out of expanded metal lath. This 
is the same material that is used in 
housés as a plaster base for walls, and 
can be purchased at lumber yards in 
sheets 27 inches wide and 96 inches 
long. 

Out of the metal lath Brixey forms a 
cylinder with the diameter the same ‘as 
the inside distance between the well 
posts at the base and a height of 27 
inches or the same as the width of the 


lath material. This cylinder is firmly — 


nailed to the inside of the well posts. 

Another cylinder of the metal lath is 
formed with the diameter the same 
as the outside distance of the well posts. 
This cylinder is:nailed firmly to the out- 
side of the well posts. A circle of metal 
lath is cut the same diameter as the 
larger cylinder, This circle is placed 
under the two cylinders and fastened 
with small wire around the edges to 
both cylinders. A small strip of the 
metal lath is then wired to the top of 
the cylinders to finish the rim of the 
well base. 

With the basic form finished, Brixey 
mixes the cement mortar in the usual 
manner and plasters the base on the in- 
side and out. When the cement on the 
outside of the well: has partially set, 
another layer of cement mortar is added, 
the rocks are imbedded, and the com- 
pleted: well is left to dry thoroughly. 


the VARIETY Brixey makes some of 

the novelty wishing wells into minia- 
ture table lamps. He buys small screw 
sockets and cords at the dime stores. The 
lamp sockets are inverted and fastened 
with screws up under the well roof. 
One post is grooved on the inside, and 
a hole is bored through the post just 
above the top of the can rim. The lamp 
cord is then brought through this hole, 
fitted into the groove on the inside of 
the post, and attached to the lamp 
socket. By plugging it into an electrical 
appliance outlet, the wishing well be- 
comes a decorative table lamp. 

Brixey has achieved a better and more 
attractive wishing well. Floral salesmen 
have tried to get him to make them 
on a mass production basis, but he pre- 


fers to make what he can in his spare - 
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time and market them through his many 
friends among the florist shops. 

With retirement age near at hand, 
Brixey has purchased an acreage a few 
miles south of Sapulpa on the highway 





to Oklahoma City. On this acreage he 
plans to build a home and a hobby shop. 
There he will make wishing wells and 
other hobby items in spare time between 
fishing trips.

COSTUME YOUR CHRISTMAS CANDLES 


I WAS washing the jelly off its jar-top of paraffin when this all happened! 

The water was hot and the wax began to bend in my fingers. I tried 
molding it and it took form! I made an indefinite kind of flower and let it 
harden. Then I wondered, how can I use it for decoration? A candle was 
handy; I dipped the flowers’ under side in some more wax I had melted, 
and pressed it on the candle; it stuck firmly! 

It was then that “costuming Christmas candles” was born! I melted more 
paraffin, then let it harden and cool enough to mold. First I made the leaves 
by taking a marble-size piece and pressing it into leaf-form. | made four 
of these, two larger than the others. I dipped the lower tips in hot wax 
and pressed them, one by one, to the candle. The, upper two I placed one on 
each side of the candle, approximately at the middle. I left an inch space 

for the poinsettia flower, then fused the two larger leaves below. 

Next I was ready to make the well-loved, Christmas» poinsettia (although 
any other flower copied from a seed catalogue would do, of course). After 

’ softening a ball larger than a marble, I pressed it flat in my palm and while 
it was stili warm, took my scissors and snipped out sections, making many 
petals. I dipped the underside in hot wax and sealed my flower on the candle 
between the upper and lower leaves. Next I-formed several tiny balls and 
annealed them in the flower’s center. 

With a small stiff paint brush I brushed green and red metallic powders 
on leaves and poinsettia to which I gave-a-gold center. Be sure to blow off 
all loose powder. Instead of using powder, one could paint leaves and flower 
with oil paints or ordinary enamels. Theicandles I costumed became so 
popular with my friends and acquaintances I : 
am now making them for sale. My usual price 
is $1.50 a pair for eight-inch candles; of course 
larger ones demanding more blossoms and

| ave ANNOUNCER at the rodeo in 
Salem, Oregon, said: “Next on the 
program will be a bulldogging exhibi- 
tion. Bulldogging, as you may know, 
was ‘invented’ by a Negro cowboy back 
in 1903...” 

No, I didn’t know, and sitting up in 
the stands, I jotted a note on my 
printed program. My curiosity had been 
pricked, and several days later a trip 
to the research books uncovered for me 
the story of Bill Pickett, the cowboy 
who had learned, quite by accident, how 
to subdue a wild steer in the manner 
previously practiced only by ranch- 
trained bulldogs. This interesting little 
story was a “natural” for Negro Digest 
magazine. A few weeks later a check 
from them repaid me for my research 
which the rodeo announcer so unwit- 
tingly started. \ 

I had been practicing my hobby of 
‘historical research—and somebody paid 
me for it. 

To me history: isn’t the stuffy, aca- 
demic thing found in museums, class- 
rooms and lecture halls it is to so many 
others. It’s not a mass of dull dates and 
professorial theory either. Instead, I find 
in history thousands and thousands of 
little stories which tie together to make 
up the more cumbersome whole. 

The meaty, often humorous little 
stories are what interest me. And they're 
the stories which interest hundreds of 
editors of magazines and newspapers 
across the country who want them for 
fillers, for features and for quizzes.

H” DOES one go about finding, pre- 
paring and marketing these little 


The answer to the first portion of the 
query is simple: (1) Read, read and 
read some more. (2) Keep your ears 
open as I did at the Oregon rodeo. (3) 
Don’t be afraid of old books, pamphlets, 
newspapers, attics and museums. (4) 
Visit with all the old-timers you can 
find, but let them do the talking. (5) 
Just be curious! 

The important thing to remember is 
to take notes. Always have a pencil and 
notebook with you if you want to capi- 
talize on history. Don’t hope to keep all 
the tips you run across in your head. 

For instance, when you hear that 
Alexander Graham Bell and Thomas 
Jefferson were leading figures in live- 
stock development, jot it down. It might 
make a nice filler for an agricultural 
magazine when you get all the facts. 
(It did! ) 

It isn’t especially interesting when 
your notebook discloses that Napoleon 
was 24 when he became a general. But 
later if you find that McCormick was 
23 when he invented the reaper, New- 
ton was 24 when he formulated the law 
of gravity, Franklin was 26 when he 
wrote “Poor Richard’s Almanac” and 
Dickens was 25 when he wrote “Oliver 
Twist,” then you may be on the way to 
a filler which will sell for anywhere 
from $1 to $25. It may even work into 
an article which will make your hobby 
even more profitable. 

As an example, I once heard a speaker 
mention that George Washington was 
a vital factor in the early development 
of the United States Navy. The note 
went down on my pad, I headed for the 
library and the result was an article 


called “‘Admiral’ George Washington,” 
which was just what the editor of Our 
Navy needed for his February issue. A 
similar tip started me on the story of 
the United States Army’s experiments 
with camels for transportation back in 
the middle 1800's. National Defense 
Transportation Journal printed that one. 

Keep a special eye out for footnotes 
in historical volumes. They often con- 
tain just the tidbits you’re looking for. 


poeranns YOUR historical nuggets 
can sometimes become a little more 
difficult than discovering them. But 
even if you have not had writing ex- 
perience, you can still produce the short 
squibs which editors use in “boxes” at 
the bottoms of pages or to wind up a 
column of type. You may become in- 
terested enough to take a correspondence 
course in article writing or to attend a 
night school on the subject in your lo- 
cal high school or college. Your nearest 
library, though, has enough books on 
writing for profit to give you all the 
assistance you need for your history- 
hobby. 

One good thing to remember is never 
over-write! Pencil out all extra words 
because an editor can spot a padded 
filler or article quicker’n a case of mea- 
sles. Remember, you’re producing Jitile 
stories which readers can digest almost 
at a glance. Leave the bulky history nar- 
ratives to the historians. 

Take advantage of all angles. Send 
transportation fillers to transportation 
magazines, drug features to drugstore 
journals, stories about Catholics to Cath- 
olic publications, etc. Also watch for 
“news pegs.” In reading about the New 
York Sun, the first penny paper in the 
United States, I learned about a famous 
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hoax in which a young reporter in 1835 
gulled the world into believing that liv- 
ing creatures inhabited the moon. I stud- 
ied up on the hoax, wrote a lead with an 
April Fool’s day peg and sold it to the 
Central Press Association. 

The quiz form is readily saleable to 
such magazines as Coronet, Pageant, 
American Magazine, True, Argosy and 
many others. The following bits of data 
would be relatively useless alone but 
put together and expanded with say 
eight more similar questions they make 
up an interesting quiz filler, eaparially 
during an election year. 

1. Who of the following men was not 
a vice-president of the U.S.—Schuyler 
Colfax, George M. Dallas, Adlai E. Ste- 
venson, Samuel J. Tilden and Hannibal 
Hamlin? (Samuel J. Tilden.) 

2. Who had the shortest term of any 
President? (William Henry Harrison, 
one month. ) 


yas CAN become your big- 
gest bugaboo, but it can also be 
the most fun you can get out of your 
history hobby. This is especally true if 


you're a shut-in. You'll become very 


closely acquainted with your mailman, 
and who cares if he brings a few rejec- 
tion slips? That's all part of the learn- 
ing process. 

Your local library can be helpful Ir'll 
most likely have a copy of N. W. Ayer’s 
Directory which lists all periodicals in 
the United States. Or you can order your 
own copy of The Writer's market (c/o 
Writer's Digest magazine, Cincinnati 10, 
Ohio). This book brings you an annual 
up-to-date list of several thousand maga- 
zines, what they buy and what they pay. 
Scan as many different magazines as you 
can get your hands on. Their contents 
will tell you if the editor will be inter- 
ested in your historical gleanings. 

Above all don’t overlook the newspa- 
pers. This is especially true when they 
are putting out anniversary issues. Of 
course, papers pay less for your work, 
but since we’re making history a hobby, 
we shouldn’t let dollars and cents take 
too high a priority. 

I sold my very first feature to the 
Sioux City. (lowa) Journal after a friend 
had given me some pictures of a ghost 
town in the Black Hills. A quick reading 
of several old mining journals gave me 
the story of the once busy city. The 
Seattle Times Sunday Magazine devoted 
a full page to my article on the Chinook 
Indian trade language, which I learned 
about while searching for some other 
historical facts. 

Yes, there’s plenty of history for all 
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of us. All you have to do is dig it up, 
write it down and send it out. Depend- 
ing upon your time investment, your 
ability to recognize saleable features and 
your knowledge of “who wants what,” 
you can pocket anywhere from a mini- 
mum of pin money to upwards. of a 
thousand dollars a year. 


Surprising Yule Balls 
Rhoda F. Sward 


I Soe mesad LOVES a surprise—and a 
little extra spending money at Christ- 
mas time isn’t hard to take—so why not 
try some “snowball surprises”? They’re 
easy and inexpensive to make, create 
loads of fun, and they sell on sight. One 
of the attractive features of these orna- 
ments is that they are made of such 
simple materials. All you need is white 
crepe paper, string, paste (flour and 
water paste works perfectly ), Christmas 
artificial mica snow, an old ball for the 
form (I’ve even used oranges), red glit- 
ters (if you wish to personalize them), 
and, of course, the surprise (any toy or 
object that will fit within the circum- 
ference of the snowball). 

You'll find an endless variety of sur- 
prises at the five-and-ten — miniature 
autos, planes, furniture, dolls, small toys 
of all sorts. For adults (and I find that 
many of my orders are meant for adults) 
there are many small but useful articles 
such as keychains, thimbles, handker- 
chiefs, costume jewelry, etc. 

First, cut a piece of crepe paper large 
enough to wrap the foundation ball. 
Stretch the paper as you wrap and hold 
it in place with dabs of paste. Fold in 
and paste all the surplus edges, making 
the cover as neat as possible. 

Cut two strips about one inch wide 
(across the grain) from the packet of 
crepe paper. Fastening a strip to the ball 
with a dab of paste, wind the paper 
smoothly around the ball, stretching and 
pasting as you go, taking care to cover 
the ball evenly. After you have wrapped 
and pasted several layers, using up both 
your one-inch strips, set it aside to dry 
overnight or several hours at least. 

When it is thoroughly dry, mark a 
line around the approximate center and 
cut through the paper on the line almost 
completely around the ball. Pry it apart 
and remove the foundation ball, which 
slips out easily. This operation is done 
easiest by inserting the point of a scis- 
sors and snipping along the line. 

Cut a piece of string about fourteen 
inches long, double it, and tie the ends 


in .a very large knot. If the string is 
fairly fine, tie a little roll of paper in 
the knot. Poke a small hole in the hollow 
ornament and pull the loop of string 
through as far as it will go. 

Put the surprise in the ornament and 
carefully paste the halves together, ap- 
plying at least three more layers of 
crepe paper over the opening. Hang it 
by the string until it is thoroughly dry. 

Next, coat the entire ornament with 
paste and roll in (or sprinkle on) the 
mica snow. Shake off the excess. Allow 
to dry again and the result is a glisten- 
ing snowball, surprisingly durable and 
doubly interesting because of its hid- 
den secret. 

You may wish to personalize it with

The next step will be to paste the 
halves of the ball together. 
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THE COMPLETED SNOWBALL, glittering with mica, hangs on a Christmas tree, 
an object both of beauty and utility. The balls are particularly attractive containers 
for gifts of money. 


the name of the lucky recipient—this 
adds to the fun. Simply write the name 
on in glue with a small paint brush, 
toothpick, or anything convenient and 
dust with glitters, blowing off the 
surplus. 


I CHARGE from 15 to 50 cents apiece 
for my snowball surprises, depend- 
ing on the cost of the surprise. For 
those who furnish their own surprises, 
I make the snowballs for 15 cents. The 
prices are low, but since the ornaments 
cost but a few cents apiece to make 
and I have no sales commission to 
pay, I am satisfied ,with the rate of 
profit. 

Practically everyone who saw my 
first snowball surprises asked to buy 
some, but most of my sales are made 
through the Pin Money Guild in San 
Francisco; a remarkable little organi- 
zation whose purpose is giving home 
craftsmen a chance to market their 
products. No commission is deducted 
from the sales price—for a $5 yearly 
fee a member is allowed to place a 
certain number of articles on sale, to 
be replaced by more as they are sold. 

When I sent three of my ornaments 
in to the Pin Money Guild, I was 
prepared to make a dozen more—IF 
there was a call for them. The snow- 
balls surprised me most of all! In three 
days I received so many orders I had 
to ask the director, Mrs. Edna Haas, 
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to put away the samples and not take 
any more orders as I just couldn’t keep 
up with them. This year the Guild has 
asked for as many as I can make. The 
Ornaments are immensely popular 
among my friends and family, too, and 
the fun they create more than com- 
pensates me for the time I spend on 
them. 

Children love these snowball sur- 
prises and grownups are no less en- 
thusiastic about them. They are won- 
derful to have hanging on your Christ- 
mas tree for unexpected guests, or the 
neighborhood children. And what an 
unusual container for a gift of money! 

Just in case the snowball hides its 
secret too well, I put a tiny tag on the 
string with instructions “Cut me open 
and find a SURPRISE!” 


Car Shine Boys

Bu JOHNSON and Ted Lambert of 
Phoenix, Arizona, are two enter- 
prising high school boys who evolved 
their own original and relatively easy 
way of working themselves through col- 
lege. Working after school and on week- 
ends, they are adding rapidly to the con- 
tents of their piggy banks and before 
long they hope to be financially fixed 
to handle the majority of their expenses 
through freshman year. What's more, 





their project can be continued right into 
college and, at the rate they are going, 
neither sees a “depression” in their 
Spare-time enterprise for sometime to 
come. 

The enterprise began, rather inno- 
cently of profit, in the Johnsons’ back 
yard. Bill’s father had promised the 
family car to his son for a weekend and, 
because Ted. Lambert was going along 
with Bill, to a small resort, they decided 
to get the old buggy in shape. That 
meant a complete rejuvenation of the 
inside and out,.with a waxing to “polish 
it off.” 

The profitable hobby angle developed 
because Sid Langdorph, mowing his 
backyard lawn next door, happened to 
look on, now and then, during the 
transformation and, when the boys were 
done, he suggested that the 1946 car 
“looked amazingly like new.” Jokingly, 
he asked how much they’d charge for 
putting a new face on his own car. The 
boys looked at each other. It had taken 
them about four hours of “slow” work 
on their car and they’ mentally calcu- 
lated a reasonable hourly wage and said, 
“Eight bucks!” 

Sid Langdorph said, “Sold!” 


HEN BILL and Ted came back 
frorn their trip, the job was wait- 
ing for them. Because they'd been 
through the routine once already, the 
second job was easier, and took less 
time. The profit, they decided, was good. 
That’s when they decided to round up 
more rejuvenating jobs. And Sid Lang- 
dorph’s auto was a shining example, to 
put it literally. : 
Their first job orders came from the 
same neighborhood. Some of the neigh- 
bors had spotted Sid’s renewed car and 
asked where he'd got the polish job. He 


‘not only told them, he took them over to 


“look inside.” The upholstery was spot- 
less, the dashboard and chrome gleam- 
ing, and the floor waxy-looking. 

It didn’t take long for Bill and Ted 
to fill the first page in their order book. 

With the profits mounting and the 
potential seemingly limitless, they went 
out after -dollars. 

Their first stop was a used car lot, 
and the sales technique was simple. 
Wouldn’t it be worth up to $10 to the 
dealer, against his profits, to have the 
cars move faster? More people, they 
reasoned, would be attracted to the 
cleaner cats, and more people would be 
eager to buy them. A clean-looking caf 
indicates that the dealer is interested ip 
what he sells, and so shows his concetf 
for the customer. 


PROFITABLE HOBBIES 
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Armed with such a sales talk, Ted and 
Bill came away with a trial deal and 
drove one of the cars off the lot for their 


rejuvenating project. The car sold the 


same day, and the dealer was so pleased, 
he let them take two more. Clean and 
shining, the two cars attracted more 
than average customer interest, and it 
was proof enough. From then on Bill 
Johnson and Ted Lambert had a regular 
job rejuvenating cars for that lot, and 
the dealer advertised his autos as “the 
cleanest cars in town.” 


| Pov: BEFORE they ran out of work 
there, the boys had rounded up other 
such customers at similar lots and, when 
that slackened off, they’used a simple 
advertisement to attract individual cus- 
tomers, running it in the classified sec- 
tion of the paper and labeling their 
services as “Auto Rejuvenating.” 

They found that, at cut rates, they 
could still make a neat profit by obtain- 
ing larger orders from garages and car 
lots. During the summer months, when 
they had more free time, their orders 
multiplied as more people took to the 
roads and the turn-over in carse was 
greater. 

The overhead, on each car, amounts 
to an average of a dollar or less. 

Their usual system in working, is 
first to take out the loose seats, which 
makes the car ready for a thorough 
vacuuming. The vacuuming, with a 
high-powered household vacuum clean- 
er, includes the inside roof of the car, 
door linings, seats, floor, arm_ rests, 
visors, glove compartment, etc. The in- 
side of the doors of-the car are then 
usually spot-cleaned with a commercial 


“type spot cleaner and, if they are more 


than reasonably soiled, the entire door is 
gone over with a foam-type cleaning 
agent. The seat upholstering is cleaned 
the same way. In cases where there are 
seat covers the covers are wiped with a 


soft cloth wrung out in soapy water, 


Fibre covers are gone over with a thin 
coat of liquid self-polishing wax, but 
this is not used on plastic or nylon seat 
covers. 

The next job is washing the rubber 
Matting with a small scrub brush, and 
waxing it. The seats are then put back in. 

This finishes the interior of the car, 
with the exception of washing the win- 
dows, and going over the dashboard, 
window frames, and accessories with a 
Cream-type furniture wax. 

The outside of the car is then washed 
and, as one of ,the boys applies a good 
quality auto polish, the other follows 
him up quickly as it dries, with a polish- 
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ing cloth, leaving the automobile not 
only shining “like new” but with a pro- 
tective wax finish that lasts for months. 

Bill and Ted find that satisfied cus- 
tomers come back, and they can expect 
repeats’two or three times a year, in 
some cases. As it is, their profits mount 
interestingly, and they figure the way is 
well paved right into college. Recently, 
the boys allocated a part of their profits 
to buying an electric polisher, and with 


this in service, they feel they can re- - 


juvenate four or five cars a day. 
They’re convinced it’s the most “mov- 
able” hobby on an interesting profit 
scale that they could possibly devise, and 
that if they ever wanted “to see the 
country” during the summer months, 
they could pick up casual profits at car 
lots that would more than pay their way. 


“Tapestried’ Packages 


Evelyn Witter 


Ne WRAPPED gift packages are 
not unusual. Tapestry packages are. 
They are very inexpensive and simple 
to make, but have an elegance that 
raises them to something very special. 


I learned to make tapestry packages 
some years ago from a friend who is 
employed in a hobby shop. The first 
package I completed under her direction 
was so beautiful that it drew exclama- 
tions of admiration from all who saw it. 

That’s what gave me the idea that I 





could sell this newly acquired skill. So 
I asked the owner of Crouch’s Variety 
store in Milan, Illinois, my home, if I 
could place several dummy packages in 
her window for advertisement. She said 
I could if I bought all my materials 
from her. Of course I was glad to agree. 
The materials were few and cheap. 

All that is needed to make tapestry 
packages are: plain colored gift wrap, 
crepe paper, paste, a nutpick and white 
shellac. 

To make a tapestry package this is 


-what you do: 


1. Wrap package.snugly in any chosen 
plain color of gift or tissue paper. 

2. Pick a suitable design for that 
package from any old magazine or some 
other source. 

3. Trace the design on the package, 
using carbon paper. 

4. Now you are ready to apply the 
crepe paper. First of all, measure the 
design to be filled in. For example, a 
wedding bell is an inch wide. Then a 
single thickness of crepe paper one inch 
wide is cut. Its length is three times as 
long as the design, to give plenty of 
material for crinkling. 

5. Stretch this strip fully. Apply paste 
directly to the crepe with a brush. 

6. Hold one end of the strip with a 
firm left hand finger, at one end of the 
design. Using a nutpick in the right 
hand, push the strip of crepe paper into 
the design until it forms valleys and 
ridges. Keep pushing as much crepe

An accomplished photographer of 
amateur status, Mrs. Sturdivant is office 
manager of an electric company for eight 
hours a day, a housewife for as few min- 
utes as she can manage, and an avid 
shutter-bug for unclocked spare time.

Photo Arts Club, blond petite Mrs. Stur- 
divant enthusiastically lugs her huge 
Crown Graphic camera and all the

necessary auxiliary equipment on any 

project that promises fair shooting. 
She has shared her knowledge and 

contagious enthusiasm with the high 


school division of the camera club by 
teaching an introductory course in pho-. 
tography with planned field trips for 


practical shooting experience. Each sea- 
son she encourages the members to make . 
their own Christmas cards and gives 
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unstinting help in planning the designs 
and working out technical problems. 
To a few advanced members she has 
| extended limited darkroom privileges. 


The photo-fly stung Mrs. Sturdivant 
while she was studying business methods 
at a school in Philadelphia. Her room- 
mate was attending photography school 
and set up a make-shift darkroom in 
their clothes closet. “It was very incon- 
venient,” Mrs. Sturdivant recalls, “But 
her enthusiasm was catching. Helping 
her was fun!” 

Back home in El Dorado, Mrs. Sturdi- 
vant began her second career—as a 
business woman, with a growing hobby 
interest in camera art. “I started - with 
a simple folding German camera, a war 
memento gift from a friend, and a 
portable darkroom set-up in the apart- 
ment kitchen,” she recalls. 


With experience and experiment 
whetting her interest she enrolled for a 
correspondence course in photography 
from the University of Nebraska. Piece 
by piece she collected. equipment and 
by diploma-time had outfitted a base- 
ment darkroom. 


“M* FIRST photographic Christmas 
card was the familiar printed 
mat with the picture inserted, but it 
was dull,” she acknowledges. Christmas, 
1948, she experimented with a card 
showing a section of a Christmas tree, 
with her family (her mother, her hus- 
band and herself) posed among the 
boughs, attaching tree decorations. 


Friends from everywhere commented, 
complimented and deluged her with 
requests for personalized greeting cards. 
Each year she receives requests that she 
is unable to fill from friends and strang- 
ets who have received an “original” that 
she has made. “Some of these I would 
enjoy doing—especially those with 
clever design ideas, like that of a magi- 
4 cian in Texarkana who wanted to place 
an order,” she says. “But it is impractical 
to design cards for customers in dis- 
tant towns.” - 

Because each separate design is a 
project in itself, she accepts orders for 
only six or eight cards each season. Much 
of her work is repeat business, which 
she enjoys because of the challenge to 
her originality. ; 

To allow a margin of. profit she 
has established a fixed charge of $5 for 
designing and creating the negative, with 
cards at $3 a dozen and a minimum 
order of four dozen. Most customers 
order five or six dozen. “The simplest 
design costs me at least $5 in materials,”

she explains. “My profit depends upon 
the number of cards ordered of each 
design. From $100 to $150 each season 
in money, and untallied enjoyment of 
friendship and fun is reward enough 
for my time.” 


RIGINAL DESIGNS come easily for 
Mrs. Sturdivant. Each Yule season 
she views the shop windows over the 
city and when a- display sparks an idea 
she photographs it (with the proprietor’s 
permission), thus building a file of 
usable backgrounds for future cards. If 
a customer offers no logical theme for 
his design, Mrs. Sturdivant supplies one 
from her files, or she arranges a set-up 
display with props of trees, miniature 
houses, cotton for snow and other Christ- 
mas decorations from the dime store. 
But, if possible, she features the cus- 
tomer’s hobby; business, pets, children 
or other special interests. For example, 


“last year for the James E. Pences she 


created a “book-ends” card featuring his 
profession, selling, and her hobby, free- 
lance writing. 

“I made an engagement with the 
Pences to take the family pictures in 
their home,” Mrs. Sturdivant relates. “I 
prefer to work out the design with the 


- 


customer to insure satisfaction with the 
results.” The finished card must be 
completely planned before any pictures 
are made. The members of the family 
must be posed in the “pre-shots” (pho- 
tographs to be used in the set-up) to fit * 
their position on the Christmas card. 
This is a very important detail in the 
planning, and sometimes, working out 
the correct pose taxes the imagination, 
since props are often required. An error 
at this point could damage the effect 
of the finished card, or necessitate a 
complete change of design. 


HREE “PRE-SHOTS” were necessary 
for the Pences’ card. Mr. and Mrs. 
Pence (Jimmie and Akers -) were posed 
back-to-back upon the floor. (The back- 
ground is not important since it is cut 
away.) The older child (James Akers) 
sat cross-legged upon the floor for his 
picture, and the baby (Marilela) was 
placed upon her tummy atop a small 
chest. (Improper perspective might have 
resulted from taking her picture in that 
position upon the floor, since, in the 
finished card, she was placed high upon 
the widest prop.) . 
For the pre-shots Mrs. Sturdivant used 
a 4-by-5 Crown Graphic camera with

of the Pences’ card, Mrs. Sturdivant places the paper-doll figures in position, secur- 

ing them to the props with Scotch tape. THe back edge of the blanket was turned 
up and fixed in place as a background for the arrangement.

selling, and her hobby—free lance writing. The props for the set-up were books 
from their respective desks.

flash attachment. (To make. enlarging 
more accurate each family shot should 
be made at the same distance from 
She camera so the individuals will be 
in proportionate size.) When she had 
developed the film Mrs. Sturdivant 
printed 8-by-10 enlargements of each 
figure on dull finish, double weight 
paper. These she cut out with scissors 
like paper dolls, leaving a large tab 
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at the bottom to fold tack as a base 
for standing. 


O ARRANGE the set-up for the final 

photograph Mrs. Sturdivant used a 
card table covered with a white blanket 
(any soft-finish, plain cover would 
serve). With black India ink on a sheet 
of white bond paper she lettered the 
Christmas greeting as a book title and 








the senders’ names as authors. This 
paper formed a dust-jacket for a thick 
book, which she flanked with two books 
on salesmanship and two on creative 
writing. A band of Scotch tape held 
these props compactly together upon 
the table. She placed the paper-dol] 
cut-outs of the family in position and 
secured them with Scotch tape at the 
back out of camera view. The. edge of 
the blanket was turned up and fastened 
behind the set-up as a background. 

For photographing the set-up Mrs. 
Sturdivant mounted the camera on a 
tripod at a distance of three feet, directly 
in front of and even with the arrange- 
ment. For lighting she used two No, 2 
photo flodds at the same height as the 
camera, one on each side. The lights 
were placed approximately three feet 
out from the corners of the table (on 
an imaginary line from the center of 
the table, bisecting the corners) and 
each was “aimed” at the opposite corner 
for cross lighting. Reflection from ob- 
jects in the set-up might result if the 
light was directed from the camera on 
to the arrangement. 

Mrs. Sturdivant focused the set-up 
on the ground glass at three feet, to 
get close enough to exclude from the 
camera’s field of vision everything 
except the arrangement. The 4-by-5 con- 
tact prints were to be the greeting cards 
and she wanted nothing to appear on 
the negative that was not wanted on the 
finished card. She set the lens opening 
on £22 and the shutter speed at 1/10 of 
a second. A slow shutter speed with a 
small lens opening is necessary for per- 
fect focus of each detail in the arrange- 
ment when shot at such close range. 


HOBBYIST with less expensive equip- 

Ament, a simple box camera, for 
instance, could photograph the set-up 
either by the open-flash method (open 
the shutter—flash the bulb—close the 
shutter) or by. detaching the flash gun 
and having an assistant hold it above 
and slightly in front of the arrangement. 
Since the distance from the lens to the 
subject would be five to seven feet with 
a fixed focus camera, the field of vision 
would include more than the arrange- 
ment itself. Therefore, contact prints 
could not be used for the final card. 
Each card would have to be enlarged 
to 4-by-5 (or any other désired size) 
masking off the unnecessary area around 
the set-up. 

From the Pences’ developed negative 
Mrs. Sturdivant printed the finished card. 
She made contact prints on double 
weight, dull finish paper which she 
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buys in 4-by-5 deckle-edged sheets, with 
matching envelopes. 

This photographing technique is 
routine for Mrs. Sturdivant’s work, 
with variations in lens’ opening and 
shutter speeds for different sizes of 
set-ups to be photographed. Most of 
her “originals” are made by the ex- 
plained set-up method. 

For the Bert Shyrocks’ “gift package” 
card, Mrs. Sturdivant covered the card 
table with Christmas wrapping paper 
and used a stack of beribboned boxes 
for props upon which the paper doll 
cut-outs of the family were arranged. 
The greeting and the sender's name is 
the familiar sticker-type package trim- 
ming from the dime store. 


The “roadside sign” card for the 


Michael Kisskos was set up on a table - 


covered with cotton to simulate snow. 
The sign was made of two small strips 
of wood tacked to a white cardboard 
upon which Mrs. Sturdivant stenciled 
the greeting and name. The miniature 
tree and the cluster of bells and ribbon 
were dime store props and Mrs. Sturdi- 
vant fashioned the snowman of cotton 
with features dotted’ on in India ink. 
Two easily posed pre-shots were made 
for this arrangement. 


Am EXAMPLE of a simpler method 
is the attractive “telephone” card 
of the William H. Powells. Photographs 
of each ‘member of the family were 
pasted behind torn-out holes in a sheet 
of heavy paper upon which the Christ- 
mas message was written. A picture was 
taken of the “paste-up” (a practically 
flat surface to be photographed, without 
three dimensional props). When faces 
are, large enough to be easily rec- 
ognized, lettering the sender’s name 
is unnecessary. 

Illustrating Mrs. Sturdivant’s use of 
her file of shop-window photographs, 
is the “sleigh” card she made for the 
Bert Shyrocks for another Christmas. 
The picture of. Santa in his reindeer- 
drawn sleigh had been made the season 
before, and filed. Mrs. Sturdivant en- 
larged each figure in the photograph 
and cut out each one with scissors. Three 
pre-shots of the Shyrocks were made 
in the proper poses, enlarged, cut out 
paper-doll fashion, and placed in posi- 
tion—in the sleigh and astride the rein- 
deer. This complete cut-out was then 
pasted upon a black background. The 
little house (constructed of paper), the 
tree and cotton snowman were placed 
a few inches in front of the background

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THE MOST complicated example of Mrs. Sturdivant’s. cards is the Bert Shyrocks’ 
1951 card which combined the paste-up and set-up methods. A picture of Santa’s 
sleigh and reindeer, from Mrs. Sturdivant’s file of shop-window photos, was 
enlarged and each figure was cut out. ‘‘Pre-shots’”’ of the Shyrocks in proper poses 
were enlarged, cut out, and placed in position im the sleigh and astride the reindeer. 
These were glued to a black background, forming a paste-up. The miniature house 
(constructed of paper), the tree and cotton snowman were placed a few inches in 
front of the background on the cotton covered table. The photograph was taken of 
the set-up. The reins and lettering were drawn with India ink on the back (shiny 
side) of the negative before the prints were made. 





THE MICHAEL KISSKOS’ set-up was arranged on a table covered with cotton to 
simulate snow. The sign was two wood strips tacked to a white cardboard on which 
the greeting was stenciled. The snowman is of cotton and the tree and cluster of 
bells and ribbon are dime store decorations. Enlarged cut-outs of the family were 
secured in place with Scotch tape, and the photograph was made for their card.

Fifth step: Plating. Hang the pail 


Y into the plating tank by a wire, being 


careful to cover all portions of the pail 


with the solution, and see that the 


wire makes a good electrical contact 
with the plating rod. In following either 
the metallic or non-metallic plating 
processes, care must be taken to keep 
the contact rods clean, in order to avoid 
making bad contacts. Clean the rods 
with steel wool and rinse well with clear 
water if any signs of corrosion appear. 

The formula for the cyanide copper 
solution used for plating this planter 
follows, and should be mixed in the plat- 
ing tank. 

Copper Cyanide—three ounces to the 
gallon of water. 

Sodium Cyanide—four and five-tenths 
ounces to the gallon of water. 

Sodium Carbonate—two ounces to the 
gallon of water. 

This solution is operated at a tem- 
perature of 75 to 100 degrees F. and a 
voltage of one and five-tenths to two 


volts. The anodes are of rolled annealed |. 


copper and the surface per square inch 
of the anodes should equal the surface 
per square inch of the article to be 
plated. 

The pail-should be covered well after 
one or one and a half hours in this 
copper tank. 

Sixth stép: Finishing. Rinse pail in 
clear water, still using rubber gloves to 
avoid handling of cyanides. Polish arti- 
dle with a medium soft wire brush.-This 
removes any oxidation which may have 
begun in the tank, and which looks like 
a pinkish coating on the plating. Keep 
atticle wet with clear water while scratch 
brushing. Rinse again with clear water, 
then dry thoroughly. Finish polishing 
with a loose cotton buffing wheel coated 


swith black emery abrasive compound 


(black tripoli).: This often completes 
the polish, but if the article is not as 
bright as you wish it, jewelers’ rouge 
may be applied in order to gain a very 
high polish. Wipe off with clean, soft 
cloth to. remove compounds, and spray 
or paint with clear lacquer to preserve 
the high polish, for copper oxidizes 
swiftly. 

If an antique or statuary bronze effect 
(dark oxidation) is desired, this may 
be applied before lacquering. Wipe off 
excess polish compounds, then dip into 
4solution of liver of sulphur and water, 
dipping in and out until the desired

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or two ounces to a gallon of water if 
the liver of sulphur is in the liquid form, 
or a chunk the size of a dollar to a 
gallon of water, if you used the powder. 
When the desired effect is reached, rinse 
off with clear water to halt the color 
changing. Many beautiful and colorful 
effects, running the gamut from cop- 
pery reds to blacks, may be obtained by 
using this liver of sulphur dip. After 
thoroughly drying, buff up in spots to 
bring out the high lights and polish 
again with jewelers’ rouge, then lacquer. 

This pail to be used as a planter will 
sell for $2.50, Spotswood states. 


Mw OBJECTS may be plated with 
silver, nickel, brass and even gold, 
by employing this same process, using a 
six-volt flash coating of copper first, 
rinsing with clear water, then a nickel 
solution for fifteen minutes, rinse, then 
a silver cyani¢s solution at six volts for 
a quick silver strike. Then the silver or 
finish coat tank at-a half volt dip for 
two to four hours. The silver strike, not 
rinsed off before giving the article the 
finished solution dip, hurries the process. 


The repairing of silver can bring 
money jingling into the hobbyist’s pock- 
et, Spotswood has. found. Plated in the 
above manner, with the exception that 
you use a silver cyanide solution instead 
of the copper or brass, and the anodes 
are of pure plating silver, these pieces 
are replated in natural or oxidized silver, 
and many beautiful antique pieces of 
real value may be restored. Mending the 
hinges, soldering leaky spouts and re- 
pairing handles, if done before plating 
the piece, will restore it to look like new. 
Sending these out to a silversmith for 
repair would be costly and would cut 
down on the profit to the electro-plater. 
Flatware can be restored to look like 
new when the silver plate has been worn 
off by much use, as in restaurants. Large 
orders for silver plating jobs may often 
be obtained from local restaurants. 

Soliciting antique dealers in your vi- 
cinity will often bring business in silver 
to be restored. One dealer of Spots- 
wood’s acquaintance makes a practice of 
buying metal spittoons of the old saloon 
variety and having them brass or copper 
plated for planters. The lids of old metal 
meat platters of the covered dish type 
are also cut in two, fitted with a metal 
back, plated, and hooks are inserted to 
enable them to be hung upside down on 
the wall for planters. These unique dec- 
orative objects sell for $40 in the an- 
tique shops; Spotswood gets approxi- 
mately $25 a pair for plating them. Sug- 
gestions to the dealers that their antique

lacquered to prevent tarnish, will often 
bring orders for plating and buffing 
jobs. 





HE PLATING of both metallic and 

non-metallic objects is such an ab- 
sorbing hobby, Spotswood avers, that 
one never grows tired of it, for the 
objects are so different in structure and 
texture. that working with them is in- 
tensely interesting, and almost always 
results in really artistic effects. He is 
always ready and willing to plate any- 
thing that people suggest, and he be- 
lieves that the hobbyist should be will- 
ing to help his customers to develop 
new and unique items, if he wants to 
sell. One teen-agers mother hit upon 
the idea of having lamps using bases of 
brass coated Coca-Cola bottles for her 
son’s rumpus room. For these bases, elec- 
trified, Spotswood charges from $8.50 
to $10, according to the plating ma- 
terial used.. One housewife brought 
Spotswood her assortment of ordinary 
dime store molds to be coppered and 
lacquered, furnishing her with a stun- 
ning collection for a wall display over 
her kitchen range. At Spotswood’s price 
of from 50 cents to $1.50 per mold, 
according to its size, she still obtained 
her collection at much less expense than 
if she had ‘bought them separately in 
the stores. 

A group of telephone poate 
brought Spotswood an old-fashioned 
phone to copper plate and make into a 
lamp base. An ingenious switch turns 
the light on when the receiver is lifted 
from the hook, and turns it off when 
the receiver is replaced. This made a 
wonderful farewell gift to a retiring 
company employee, and has brought in 
several repeat orders, at Spotswood’s 
asking price of $18.50. 


Consider also the lady whose pilot 
husband, resting in Japan from Korean 
combat duty, sent her by air a corsage 
of lovely yellow Oriental roses. A sales- 
man who sends Spotswood jobs on com- 
mission suggested that she send the 
flowers in and have them fashioned into 
a set of pins and clips. Far from stump- 
ing Spotswood, he lived up to his motto 
of “I'll plate anything” and made the 
flowers into a set of lovely copper jew- 
els. Now the airman’s wife has them 
for cherished mementoes of her hus- 
band’s thoughtfulness.

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lic object, is not complicated and the 
hobbyist may do it in his own home 
with the same set-up as the metal object 
plating tanks. If you wish to try plating 
flower blossoms, the first step is to sand- 
dry your flowers by burying them in 
clean, white, dry sand and leaving them 
in it at room temperature for six weeks. 
When ready to begin plating them, 
shake all the sand ‘grains carefully out of 
the petals, then dip the flower into a 
solution of four-pound shellac cut fifty 
per cent with alcohol. This, when dried, 
has stiffened and sealed the petals. When 
well dried, spray with a four hundred- 
grit copper liner which is made by mix- 
ing two tablespoons of copper powder 
to twelve ounces of lacquer thinner, two 
tablespoons of clear lacquer and one 
tablespoon of acetone; shake well and 
use in any ordinary paint spray gun. 
Before spraying, place a contact wire 
through the flower in order to effect 
good contact on the flower. Allow the 
spray to dry approximately twenty min- 
utes, then hang into your plating tank 
which is filled with a solution of acid 
copper, the formula for which comes 
with every beginner’s electro-plating set, 
or may be found in any plater’s guide. 

Leave the-article in the plating tank 
for twelve hours at one-half volt, after 
which the article should be well plated. 
Take it out, wash in clear, running 
water, then dip into a solution of baking 
soda and water which acts as an acid 
neutralizer. Wash off again with clear 
water, then allow to dry. This finishes 
the plating process, and you may either 
buff it to give a shiny finish, or buff 
and dip in liver of sulphur. If you wish 
to polish the article to a high finish, 
Spotswood recommends using a light 


flex-shaft for a small, fragile article such 


as a flower. 

This process, with the exception of 
the preliminary drying for flowers, is 
used for almost all non-metallic objects. 
Spotswood advises the hobbyist learning 
electro-plating to keep the article chem- 
ically clean and untouched by the hands. 
If this is done, the object should cover 
completely after twenty minutes in the 
tank. If it doesn’t cover within one hour, 
it can be finished correctly by doing the 
following: Remove from tank, wash 
well with clear water, and dry with a 
soft cloth. With a small camel’s hair 
brush, touch up the spots not plated, 
with a solution of the copper spray. Re- 
place in tank and watch for a short time 
to make sure that the spots are covering. 
If they don’t cover after a few minutes, 
repeat the process until they do.

PROFITABLE HOBBIES 
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HEN SPOTSWOOD’Ss hobby outgrew 
his homemade set-up in the ga- 
rage, he entered into partnership with 
his employer in a shop in downtown Los 
Gatos, and subsequently took over the 
copper plated baby shoe business com- 
pletely. He felt that he could handle the 
plating end of the business himself, and 
advertised for salesmen who would so- 
licit orders for the baby shoe items and 
other plating jobs on a straight com- 
mission basis. Thus, he did not pay 
salaries, and the salesmen’s remuneration 
depended upon how many orders they 
turned in. Now, as a result of the in- 
crease in orders from some twenty 
salespersons, both men and women, 
from as many different California local- 
ities, Spotswood’s Copper-Plated Aft 
Shop is becoming profitable enough to 
confirm his decision to turn his electro- 
plating hobby into a full time career. 
The profit-on baby shoes alone runs 
between thirty to forty per cent, and in 
his case, constitutes the largest volume 
of business, upon which he depends to 
pay his overhead expenses. 


The hobbyist can place his items in 
jewelry stores, department: stores, and 
baby and gift shops which will sell 
them, usually, for a commission ranging 
from ten per cent up. It is best to make 
personal contact with the sales manager 
of these stores, and since Spotswood pre- 
fers to do the personal contact work 
himself, he has taken another. hobbyist 
couple into his shop to work with him. 
They are Gertrude and Fred Paul. Mr. 
Paul has executed some locally well- 
known wood carvings, among which are 
shrines and carved figurines. He for- 
merly worked for Gumps in San Fran- 
Cisco, a store famous for exclusive fur- 
fiture designs, doing both art carving 
and furniture designing. 


Light fixtures for patios, play rooms 
and dens that Paul and Spotswood de- 


f sign themselves and then plate, are very 


inexpensive to make, since they com- 
bine used metal with dime store pur- 
chases, in some instances, and sell read- 
ily. A case in point is a patio light 
designed by Paul, utilizing a ten-cent 
pie tin and a new lamp chimney, both 
from the dime store, an old lantern 
glass, and a wrought iron bracket and 
used lamp burner. The metal parts, 
when assembled, were plated a rich oxi- 
dized copper ‘and: the glass parts when 
put into place,..completed a stunning 
patio light, selling for $10 to $14 apiece. 
Since so much used metal material can 
be plated and-reused in this way, the 
profits are understandably high. The

tomer furnishes his own item in prac- 
tically all cases, and the home hobbyist 
with no overhead expenses can make as 
much as fifty to sixty per cent or better 
on every article plated. 


OME OF the inns and clubs around 

Los Gatos are becoming interested 
in ceramic two-ounce glasses and mugs 
which Spotswood casts himself with 
plaster molds, into which have been 
carved the inn’s of club’s name or trade- 
mark. The mug is put into bisque with 
one baking, and glazed on the inside 
only. The outside is then plated, bring- 
ing the design out in copper. These 
mugs can be made for about 10 cents 
apiece, and will wholesale for 50 cents 
and retail for 75 cents. Homemakers 
like the larger six- to eight-ounce sizes 


with their own initials or family names - 


indestructibly plated upon them, to use 
as beverage sets. These wholesale at 
around $15 per dozen. 

Spotswood feels that there is ‘much 
to be desired in the guides for electro- 
plating, and he is now working on an 
improved book of instruction for the 
hobbyist who wishes to plate both me- 
tallic and non-metallic objects. Over the 
time that he has been plating he has 
developed several formulas which are 
more effective than the copper liners, 
using, instead, silver nitrates and silver 
sprays. The serious plater will eventually 
develop solutions and processes of his 
own, which he will feel are more effec- 
tive than the ones with which he learned. 


The hobbyist who will take up the 
electro-plating of non-metallic and me- 
tallic objects may very well find that he 
has branched into a full time business, 
with so many orders coming in he has 
to have help to fill them all. And, if 
like Marvin Spotswood, he will “plate 
anything,” he'll have an interesting as 
well as a lucrative hobby-business.

Felt’s Her Favorite Fabric 
: (Continued from Page 21) 


On THE subject of designs Betty 
really gets enthusiastic. “Designs 
are all around you!” she asserted re- 
cently. “They're in flowers, in trees, in 
the animals and people you see every 
day. Also, you can obtain designs—and 
patterns for designs—from the many 
women’s magazines. Their embroidery 
designs are what I send for to use with 
felt, although once in a while they will 
run a pattern to be used exclusively 
for felt working. 

“But the real treasure houses of de- 
signs are the flower and seed catalogues. 
Just look at these pictures!” She picked 
up a flower catalogue and opened it 
at random. “Did you ever see such 
colors? Or patterns? Of course it would 
be almost impossible to copy exactly 
these beautiful pictures in felt. But 
the basic ideas can be used.” 

What she meant was, that, by using 
tracing paper, the over-all design of the 
flower—the petals and the leaves— 
could be copied. Then they could be 
traced on cardboard and cut out for 
patterns. The leaves and petals from 
the same flower need’ not be used. With 
the aid of your imagination strange 
and exotic flowers can be made by 
using petals and leaves from various 
blooms. 

“I have boxes of leaf patterns,” Betty 
told me. “And k-oxes of petal and stem 
patterns. Whenever I go for a walk, 
or if the family goes somewhere on a 
trip, I keep my eyes open for anything 
I can use for a pattern. I bring home 
odd leaves -and plants. Then I trace 
them on cardboard and cut them out 
for my pattern boxes. When I need 
a flower for a design, I simply select 
from my patterns the type of leaf, petal 
and stem I want, and then arrange 
them in any way I wish.” 

No attempt is made, she explained, 
to get every detail. If the over-all de- 
sign is captured in a pattern and cut 
out of felt, then some of the detail— 
as much or as little as you want—can 
be put in by use of colored thread. 
Most of Betty’s designs for her large 
pieces, like sweaters, are obtained this 
way. Also with various bits of card- 
board she will experiment by the hour 
to work out intricate symbols to be 
used as decorations for borders or for 
belts. 


On THE subject of belts Betty prac- 
tically goes into raptures. 
“They're what I like to do best of 


all,” she says. “I don’t know of any 
woman or girl who can’t use an extra 
belt, especially now that full skirts and 
blouses are being worn more. Another 
thing, even though they can be made 
so easily and in so many different de- 
signs, I never have enough of them 
in my shop.” 

Almost all of Betty’s belts are made 
entirely out of felt. That is, not only 
the designs decorating it, but the belt 
itself is of felt. Some of the designs 
she uses on the beautiful belts she 
makes and sells are Pennsylvania Dutch 
barn symbols, insignia of the armed 
forces, flowers, and ordinary embroid- 
ery designs, worked with embroidery 
thread. Another reason Betty likes to 
make belts is because she loves to shop 
for the various clasps she uses on them. 
She finds most of them in the five and 
ten cents stores; odd buckles, hook-and- 
eye sets, pins, and anything else she 
can find to hold the ends together. 
Sometimes she attaches braided leather 
thongs or strings of felt to the ends of 
the belt to be tied. 


“T'll never forget the first two belts 
I made,” Betty recalls, laughing. “One 


was decorated with a series of Tyrolese _ 


peasant designs, and the other with a 
row of bright flowers. I. was spending 
a few days at a resort in the Pocono 
mountains, and the first day I was 
there I put on the peasant belt, with 
a white blouse, and full swinging skirt, 
and strolled toward the lake. 

“I hadn’t gone a hundred yards when 
a dark-haired girl who was passing me 
hesitated and glanced at my belt. 

“What a pretty belt!’ she said, 
and stopped beside me. 

“‘T made it myself, I told her, smil- 
ing. 

“She was so obviously attracted by it 
that I unhooked it and showed het 
how it was made. We talked for a few 
moments and then she called to a group 
of girls who were sitting on the grass 
watching a tennis game. 

“The girls came running, and in a 
few seconds the belt was being passed 
from hand to hand. 


“*You make these to sell, don’t you?’ 


the dark-haired girl asked. I had told 


her that I had a gift shop in which 
all the things were handmade. 

“For a moment I didn’t quite know 
what to say. It was true that I made 
a great many things for sale, but I 


was on a vacation, and besides this 


was one of the first belts I had made. 
Also, the fact that I liked the belt 
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myself made me hesitate. 


“I'll be making more of these,’ 


| said at last. ‘And they will certainly 


be for sale—.’ 


“Then I'll buy this one,’ she. inter-, 


rupted me immediately. ‘How much is 
it?” 

“Before I could say anything, a small 
blonde girl who was in the group spoke 
up: 

Pe ‘You have so many belts, Ruth, 
she said. “This belt will go perfectly 
with that peasant hat I brought along.’ 

“But there was no arguing with the 
dark-haired girl. I made things to sell, 
[had made this belt, and therefore she 
would buy it. Neither the little blonde 
nor I had a chance. 

“The result was that I sold her the 
belt for $5. But that isn’t the end of 
the story. 

“Being beltless, I went back to the 
hotel and put on the other belt, the 
one with the flower design. Once more 
I started toward the lake. Inside of two 
hours the little blonde had managed 
to buy that belt from me. Later in the 
day I saw her starting out with a group 
for a walk. On her pert little head was 
a gay peasant hat, and around her 
waist was the peasant belt! 

“I traded with Ruth!’ she called as 
she waved a hand to me and started 
down the path with her friends.” 


B™" USES embroidery designs and 
patterns — worked with embroid- 
ety thread like any other piece of 
embroidery—to decorate many of her 
items besides belts. For example, one 
of the most beautiful and saleable items 
she makes is a collar and cuff set. One 
of the pretties of these sets is made 
out of. white felt, with a colorful de- 
sign embroidered on it. She obtains 
these designs and patterns for embroid- 
ety from any and all of the women’s 
magazines; she is also a constant visitor 
t0 the art departments of stores in the 
larger cities. 

One of the largest projects in felt, 
Betty claims, is to decorate a sweater. 
It is more work because usually the 
design is larger and’ more intricate. 
Betty buys plain sweaters and then ap- 
pliques to one the various designs she 
has made for it. Sometimes, when a 
large floral decoration is used, it will 
consist of several independent designs, 
ill superimposed on the others and 
oerlapping. The effect, of course, is 
beautiful, and looks as if the decora- 


tion is in three dimensions. 


“But there is so much demand for 


my smaller felt things,” Betty told me,

“that I can only make about one sweater 
in two weeks, and sometimes only one 
a month.” She held up a lovely pair 
of felt slippers. “Now these seem to 
be difficul——more difficult to make 
than sweaters—but they're really quite 
easy.” 

The felt slippers really interested me, 
and so I asked Betty to take it slowly 
and to explain, step by step, how they 
were made. This is what she told me: 


The first thing, after you have se- 
lected the color of felt you are going 
to use, is to place your foot on the 
felt and stand on it. Be sure to stand, 
don’t sit. Because when you stand your 
foot flattens out and the size will be 
correct. Draw an outline of your foot 
(just a little larger than your foot) on 
the felt with chalk. Cut two pieces of 
felt for each foot. Now cut an innersole, 


or a heavy piece of cardboard, about 


a quarter of an inch all around smaller 
than the felt you have cut to the shape 
of your foot. Place this piece of card- 
board between the two pieces of felt 
(for the same foot) and sew around 
the edges. with a contrasting colored 
wool yarn. Now cut a pattern on card- 
board for the piece to go over the 
instep. Here you can exercise your 
imagination a little and experiment 
with different shapes. Then transfer 
this pattern to felt, cut it out, and sew 
it to the sole of the slipper. The slipper 
is now made, and the only thing left 
is to decorate it. Betty often decorates 
slippers with a flower made of felt and 
tiny beads. 

“I'd like to tell you how the first 
pair of‘slippers I made was sold,” Betty 
said. .“I had made only one pair—it 
was a kind of experiment—and they 
were so soft and comfortable that I 
wore them quite often. In fact, I kept 
them in the shop upstairs, and when 
I was alone I'd slip out of my regular 
shoes and put on the slippers. When 
any customers came in I'd take off the 
slippers, stuff them under the desk, and 
put on the shoes. 

“One day a very aristocratic young 
woman and her father came into the 
hotel. I was busy doing something, so 
I suggested that they go up to the 
shop and browse around. I had noticed 
that the girl was quite stylishly dressed. 
She was a tall girl and of course her 
feet were proportionately large. What 
attracted my attention was that she 
seemed to be wearing (for appearances 
sake) shoes several sizes too small. 
They were up in the shop a little while, 
in fact I had just about forgotten’ them, 


when I saw the young lady come down 
the steps. What amazed me was that 
she was carrying her shoes and was 
wearing my felt slippers! 

“I stood, open-mouthed, watching 


“her. I had never dreamed that anyone 


would think the slippers, shoved under 
the desk, were for sale. 

““Daddy will pay you for them; 
she said calmly as she passed me and 
went out to their car.” 


H” ABOUT prices for the felt 
things? It all depends, of course, 
on the amount of felt and‘ the time 
involved in making them. Simple 
things like pincushions will be priced 
at from $2 to $5. Belts start at $5- and 
go to $10 depending on the work, type 
of clasp, and complexity of design. 
Slippers, unless a great deal of work 
has been put on them, are $5. Sweat- 
ers are sold from $10 to $50. The price, 
of course, depends not only on the 
work involved, but also on the cost of 
the original sweater. Betty always buys 
the best sweaters because, as she says, 
“Why spend time putting a design on 
a sweater that cost only a few dollars 
to begin with?”

But other people, to whom she has 
Saught felt working bring their fin- 
bished things to her to be displayed and 
gid. The arrangement she makes with 
these people is the same as that made 
with any other handcraft workers who 
bring their output to her shop. That 
i, when the item is sold Betty keeps 
one-third and two-thirds goes to the 


maker. 


“Anyone who, with some practice, 
begins to make clever things out of 
felt, or who puts designs of felt on 
ither things, will find a ready market 
for them,” Betty says. “The simplest 
way to sell your articles is to take some 
jof your best things to any gift shop 
in your locality. Remember, © every 
gwner or manager of a gift shop is 
wnstantly searching-for items that will 
ippeal to his customers. The gift shop 
bisiness is built on the idea of having 
4 great many new, interesting and 
lorful gifts on display. And because 
ihe gift shop operator doesn’t usually 
by these articles outright, but keeps 
them on consignment—that is, he or 
the pays for them when they are sold 
—the more items in the shop the more 
chance there is to make a sale to cus- 
Homers when they come in to browse 
wound. Here is a word of advice from 
wmeone actually in the business. Never 
le shy about showing your work to 
fift shops—they are just as eager to 
uve them, as you are to sell them.

was paid $2 per program for my air 
work. 

Two months later the other actress 
did leave for California and I was em- 
ployed on her shows. My hobby was 
getting profitable. 

That was ten years ago and since then 
I have broadcast at least once a week, 
and sometimes as frequently as eight 
times a week. 

The work has been interesting and 
informative, including a variety of dra- 
matic shows. During the war we dram- 
atized the news, struggling to- imitate 
newsworthy figures like Eleanor Roose- 
velt and Madame Chiang Kai-Shek. One 
of my favorite programs was a series 
of true stories about the old frontier 
days of the west. “The Knave of Hearts” 
explored the causes and effects of heart 
disease and won radio’s coveted $1,000 
Du Pont award for KLZ. “Divorce” was 
a frank exploration of actual case his- 
tories. Mysteries and love stories were 
uncovered by a truck driver on the series 
—“Highway Transport:” 

Commercials cover everything. I’ve 
sold bread, mattresses, cement, cereal, 
paint, automobiles, dancing lessons, bank 
service and moth balls. 


M*** OF my fellow colleagues in 
this fascinating business are em- 
ployed in other fields as policemen, auto 
salesmen, professors, advertising men, 


aftmy personnel, writers, housewives and 


grocers. Radio is their profitable hobby, 
too. Can it be yours? 

As in carrying out any profitable 
hobby, you need a certain amount of 
aptitude, plus training and experience 
and, of course, a market for your wares. 
There are approximately 2,000 radio 
stations in the United States. Many small 
stations occasionally use “talent.” 

The work falls into two categories— 
dramatic and straight. Straight jobs con- 
sist of commentary, interviews, news or 
plain commercials. If you haven't a great 
deal of dramatic ability you still might 
qualify for the “straight” jobs. For ex- 
ample, generally speaking, most announc-

To my mind, the prime qualification 
for radio work is sight-reading ability. 
Pick up any piece of unfamiliar material 
and read it aloud. If you make sense out 
of it without stumbling on the first at- 
tempt, and, in addition, sound as if you 
are talking naturally, instead of reading, 
you apparently can sight-read. 

If this ability does not come easily 
to you, try another hobby. 

“But,” you ask, “don’t you need a 
good voice to go into radio?” Not neces- 
sarily. Many top radio personalities have 
yoices that obviously are not “good,’— 
Arthur Godfrey, Eddie Cantor, Tallulah 
Bankhead, Judy Canova, Ezra: Stone, 
Walter Winchell. However, none of 
s these people tried to work out of his or 
ther type. They capitalized on their own 

specific field. For instance, if your voice, 

frankly, is that of an ordinary housewife 

a little along in years, forget the siren 

roles and try for commercials selling 

home products. 

Your next step is to soak up some 
background. Avoid being one of the 
many unqualified persons who wander 

W amminto radio stations on an impulse, ask 
for an audition and admit, “I want to 
get into radio-but I don’t know a thing 
about it.” 

Find out something about it. Read 
books about radio. I would suggest Ted 
Cott’s “How to Audition for Radio,” 
‘Radio Production—Direction,” by 
Alvert R. Crew, “Off Mike,” by Jerome 
lawrence, and Max Wylie’s “Radio 
Writing.” These books will give you an 
insight into the workings of radio. 

Join a little theatre group. Visit the 
tadio stations, talk to people actually in 
radio. Enroll in a public speaking class 
or a radio. production class at a college. 

By this time you should be able to 
acquire some actual broadcasting experi- 

ence through your classes, 

group or on gratis programs for chari- 
stable agencies. Of course, you will go 
unpaid at first. But don’t do broadcast- 
ing free for a very long period. One 
year’s free work for experience is

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some copy. Most stations will be glad - 


to give you copy if you ask them. You 
may even write to the networks request- 
ing a script of a particular show on 
the air. 

Make up a varied audition script not 
over four minutes long. A good audition 
script would run something like this: 
One paragraph each—old lady, little 
girl, German dialect, Swedish dialect, 
French dialect, romantic lead, Lady Mac- 
beth. Along with these dramatic roles 
include a paragraph of fashion news and 
several short announcements for peanut 
putter, vacuum cleaners and mattresses 
or similar items. 

For example, some of the dramatic 
parts I have selected for auditions are 
Maurya from J. M. Synge’s “Riders to 
the Sea;” 
Molnar; Emily from Thornton Wilder’s 
“Our Town;” Joan from George Bernard 
Shaw’s “St. Joan” and Magda Swenson 
from “The Night of January Sixteenth,” 
by Ayn Rand. 

I suggest these stage plays because 
they are well known plays available at 
any library. 

Then practice, practice, practice out 
Joud. 

When ready, audition at your local 
radio stations and inform advertising 


agencies that you do radio acting. Be 


persistent but not a pest. If there is no 
work, there is no work. But whenever 
you hear rumors of new shows, per- 
sonnel leaving, a new station opening— 
follow them up. 

Fortunately, most extra shows occur 
in early morning or the evening so you 
can work them around your steady job. 

Payment varies according to the part 
of the country, whether the station pays 
AFRA rates (American Federation of 
Radio Artists) and the type of show. 
Network jobs pay a great deal more than 
local ones. Sustaining shows, paid for 
by the radio station, pay less than spon- 
sored shows. Broadcasts for charitable 
agencies pay very low rates. 

The longer you are on the air, the 
higher the wage should be. Transcribed 
spots that are repeated over and over, 
are among the better broadcasting 
plums. In Denver, remuneration ranges 
from $3.50 for a fifteen-minute drama 
for the Community Chest to $25 for 
twenty transcribed one-minute spots 
for a paint company. The longer your 
rehearsal and air time, the greater your 
pay should be.

The yearly birthday parties at the 
Denver City Auditorium on the anni- 
versary of the “Funnies” draw 5,000 
fascinated kids to watch the program 
broadcast from the stage. 

It’s exciting to have a dozen children 
press you for autographs. It’s fun to see 
their surprise when you bawl like a 
baby, talk like a parrot, and buzz for 
bees. 


When things go wrong in your every- 
day life, there’s a lot of satisfaction in 
letting off steam on a radio show which 
requires screaming, sobbing or laughing. 
Best of all, microphone work consists 
of leaving this confined existence and 
adventuring into other lands, perhaps as 
a queen, an adventuress, a great woman 
of history.. When you return to your 
routine life you are re-created. That's 
the main thing any hobby should do. 

Perhaps. your voice can be yowr- for- 
tune, too.
